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THE LAND TAX 


E make no excuses for returning to the all- 

important subject of Mr. Snowden’s land 

taxes, for, as the debate on his proposals 

proceeds, it becomes more and more obvious 
what a crowning folly the Government have committed 
in their reckless attempt to draw, as Mr. Baldwin said 
at Liverpool, the ‘venerable red herring” of land 
values before the Liberal and Socialist packs at a time 
when the country needs above all things freedom from 
disturbing and harassing disputes, and when the first 
duty of any Government should be to maintain and 
restore public confidence. And the more one examines 
the proposals outlined in the Chancellor’s speech the more 
it becomes apparent that they will lead to financial disturb- 
ance and embarrassment in their operation and that their 
chief effect will be to lay a new burden on the industries 
of the country which, according to Mr. Snowden, are 
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already “taxed to the breaking-point.” At the present 
moment there are two and a half millions of unemployed 
there is a hole of thirty millions in the Budget, which only 
appears as respectable as this because of an income tax 
collection swindle, and this is the moment chosen by Mr. 
Snowden to throw into our midst a bombshell which, 
though it will undoubtedly prove a “dud” in the end, 
will cover the land with its choking and depressing smoke 
for years to come. ‘The mere threat of such taxes in itself, 
and particularly of the threatened valuation, is sufficient to 
prejudice dealings in land for some time to come. 

Mr. Snowden’s speech introducing his proposals was a 
vague and unsatisfactory performance, full of class and party 
bias. ‘To say that “ The land was given by the Creator not 
for the use of dukes but for the use of all His children ”’ is 
simply to talk drivel—and pernicious drivel at that. What 
on earth have the dukes to do with the matter ? Everyone 
agrees that a man who benefits by public improvements 
should pay over some part of his profit for the use of the 
community whose action in the way of “ improvement ’’— 
road-building, water and power distribution and so forth— 
is responsible for it. But the scandal of this Bill is that these 
men are not really the people who are going to be taxed. 
“The justice of your tax from the ‘ betterment’ point 
of view,” said Sir Austen Chamberlain, “‘ depends upon 
the length of time the land has been in the same occupation, 
and upon whether the value has accrued since the present 
owner came into occupation or whether it is value for 
which he has already paid someone else. You make no 
distinction. You tax the owner on a value which he has 
already paid for in full and not merely on fresh values 
which may accrue.” 

Mr. Snowden’s proposed tax is 
than a class tax to be levied on the holders of a 
certain sort of property irrespective of what they 
paid for it, whether it has or has not been developed, 
whether it has or has not been improved by Govern- 
ment or municipal action, or of the purpose for which 
it is used. ‘The basis is a perfectly simple one—‘‘ Here 
is a piece of land upon which a tax can be levied. Let 
us tax it!”’ And, of course, however it is levied, a large 
part of the tax will fall in the long run upon our sorely 
burdened industries. ‘Take the case of a big London stores. 
It is not the estate of a building speculator or even a duke’s 
palace. It is just a shop. And the enormous overhead 
charges of such a shop are to be added to by yet another 
imposition. Sir Austen Chamberlain may well ask what 
was the value of Bournville before the Cadbury family 
developed it. There it is not the community which has 
made the value for the Cadbury family, but the Cadbury 
family who have created an industry occupying a great 
number of individuals. How can one doubt as to where 
the Chancellor has his eyes when he announces that no 
portion of this tax is to be levied if the value of the site is 
finally found to be under £120, and remarks with the 
smuggest satisfaction: ‘‘I will add that this relief wil! 
relieve practically the whole of the dwellings owned by 
the working classes.” In other words, it is a class tax 
pure and simple, and in no sense an increment tax. What 
then, becomes of all the Socialist and Liberal enthusiasn 
for taxing the land profiteer? The Government hav: 
already rejected as a wrecking amendment a proposal t: 
exempt from valuation the improvements carried out b: 
the owner or his predecessors during the past fifty years 
This can only mean that the taxation of improvement 
is part of their deliberate policy, and that the talk abou 
unearned increment is, as Mr. Baldwin has said, merel 
a red herring to draw the Liberal and Socialist packs awa: 
from the barbed wire of unemployment.

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his successful mission to the South American 

republics. After only a brief rest on his return 
from his strenuous tour, he is undertaking a series of 
visits to our great industrial centres with the object of 
laying before business men the invaluable experiences 
which he has gained during the last few months. On 
Monday he addressed the Birmingham Chamber of 
Commerce at a dinner which was the largest ever held 
in the Midlands, and this was followed on 'Tuesday after- 
noon by a similar address to members of the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce, which met in the Free ‘Trade 
Hall. The Prince was careful not to understate the 
gravity of the present industrial crisis when he said he 
had found it no better to-day than when he left England 
four months ago. It is this realisation of the urgent need 
of -grappling with the immediate problem which has 
impelled him to place at the disposal of industrialists 
and manufacturers the wide knowledge he has acquired 
of conditions and opportunities for our trade in South 
America. By undertaking the responsibility of liaison- 
officer, as he has described his office, he has been able to 
get into personal touch with thousands of men who have 
spoken to him freely and naturally of their interests and 
difficulties. The mass of information gained in those 
discussions he is now passing on to business men at home. 
The success of the British Empire ‘Trade Exhibition which 
His Royal Highness opened in Buenos Aires is an augury 
already of better things in store. 


HE PRINCE OF WALES has shown this week 
that he is anxious to lose no time in following up 


“THE full tide of golf is now surging. Next Monday the 

Amateur Championship begins at Westward Ho! 
and this week three hundred of the professionals are playing 
in the mammoth tournament at Southport. On Saturday 
last there was something of a dress rehearsal for the amateur 
event in the St. George’s Cup at Sandwich, and it served 
to emphasise the fact that no one of our amateurs is this 
year playing consistently better than Mr. Lister Hartley. 
We should imagine that he will share the position of 
favourite for the Championship with Mr. Voigt, the 
invader from America, and Mr. Wethered, who is 
always there or thereabouts. ‘The American challenge 
in the Open Championship is the less formidable, of 
course, for the absence of Mr. Bobby Jones, but it 
is quite serious enough in all conscience, and there 
is something extremely alarming in the thought of 
Macdonald Smith settling down for a solid month or 
so to practise round and round his native course of 
Carnoustie. He is almost certain to go very near winning 
if the crowd, in its anxiety to see him win, does not kill 
him with kindness. 
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OUNTY cricket has made a remarkably brisk and 
cheerful beginning, to which the new method of 
reckoning points has largely contributed. ‘The fact that 
it is worth taking a risk to gain an out and out win instead 
of merely a first inning’s lead has already produced plenty 
of excitement, and in particular a contest in the matter 
of daring declarations between Surrey and Gloucestershire, 
of which the western team just got the best almost in the 
last minute. Since that match they have gone on their 
way rejoicing, and if a plebiscite could be taken among 
cricket enthusiasts, it is probable that most of them would 
wish for Gloucestershire to be champion county if their 
own particular county cannot hold the honour. ‘That 
wish is due not merely to a sentimental regard for the 
county of the Graces, but to the fact that they play the 
pleasantest kind of cricket. Hammond’s talents are especially 
well suited to the more dashing game that we are all hoping 
for, and Parker, now for some years called a veteran, is 
more destructive than ever. It can surely only be due 
to the collective vagaries of different selection committees 
that this grand bowler has only once played for England. 


WE publish in our Correspondence pages a letter from 

a farmer correspondent raising the important basic 
question involved in Mr. Snowden’s proposal to exempt 
agricultural land from taxation “only so long as it has 
no higher value than its value for agricultural purposes.” 
Naturally, there are many pieces of ground, quite apart 
from actual farm lands, which could, by the decree of an 
Official Valuer, be pronounced as having a higher value 
for building or other purposes than its present value to 
the owner as it stands. Gardens, playing fields, market 
gardens (and, of course, farms if they are anywhere near 
towns or main roads) have all a hypothetical development 
value which exceeds their value to their owners. ‘The 
object of the tax, so far as it affects such relatively unde- 
veloped lands, can only be to force them into a state of 
‘development ”—in other words, to urbanise or industrialise, 
wherever possible, all agricultural land in an accessible 
position. ‘That land should not be held up against the 
interests of the community is a principle on which most 
people are agreed. But what are the interests of the com- 
munity? Surely a policy which forces land out of cultiva- 
tion and deprives the country of its food supplies is 
entirely against the interests of the nation. It is quite 
obvious that the more unremunerative farming becomes 
the greater will be the disparity between the agricul- 
tural value of these lands and their hypothetical value 
for building purposes. So long as they are cultivated 
they should be exempt, at any rate, from this form of 
taxation.

HE tragic death of Miss Bertha Lewis will cast a long 
shadow not only over that happy band of artists who 
were her fellows, but throughout the land. She was a 
magnificent artist and large-spirited woman. Few of the 
hundreds of thousands whom she delighted in a variety 
of would-be unprepossessing parts realised that Miss 
Lewis, off the stage, was an unusually handsome person, 
though, to be sure, her beauty was obvious enough to 
make some of Gilbert’s jibes sound foolish. Her rich 
sense of humour and her love of the D’Oyley Carte operas 
overcame any natural compunction she might have felt 
to “ guying ”’ herself. On the contrary, beautiful herself, 
she could endow with beauty the bitterest of Gilbert’s 
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sadistic sneers at elderly women—“ Silvered is the raven 
hair,” in “ Patience.” Not the least tragic circumstance 
about her death is that it should have been connected, 
even accidentally, with her life-long partner and fellow- 
clown, Sir Henry Lytton. For him the deepest sympathy 
cannot but be felt. 


PAVEMENT art is a genre all of its own. It demands 

of its practitioners a special technique and special 
qualities, not the least important of which must be a faculty 
for working in cramped attitudes and with numbed fingers. 
In spite of these disabilities, there is no artist who takes 
his art more seriously, as is very clearly brought out by 
the delightful exhibition which is at present being held at 
the Albany Gallery in Sackville Street. All the exhibitors 
are genuine pavement artists for whom the street is normally 
both gallery and studio, and many of them have been 
careful to give in the catalogue the address where they 
usually work. The chief impression one receives from the 
exhibition is the extraordinary variety of style, subject and 
technique. Pavement art seems, in fact, to have almost as 
many different ‘‘ schools ” as easel painting. By a coinci- 
dence of hanging, work representing what may be called 
the “‘ advanced ”’ and the “ traditional ” types of pavement 
art is found side by side. Mr. Martin of Bond Street 
exhibits several designs in black and white constructed 
in accordance with the most approved principles of con- 
temporary art theory, while next to them are some typically 
romantic landscapes by Mr. W. J. Stubbs of Waterloo 
Place. ‘The exhibition is so interesting that one is forced 
to wonder why the idea occurred to nobody before. 


[N a lane leading off the old Quay at Brighton, long ago 

submerged by the sea and the asphalt of King’s Road, 
is a two-storey cottage in which ever since the days of the 
Regency the finest and fattest oysters have been consumed 
by successive generations of “ visitors and gentry resident 
in the neighbourhood.” It stands just across the lane 
from the old bar-parlour of the Star and Garter, where 
the Sussex Volunteers used to meet a century ago. Its 
small-paned window half reveals a slab of marble deco- 
rated with the shells of a dozen edible molluscs—scallops, 
both great and less, from Brighton Bay, periwinkles from 
Billingsgate, ormers from the Channel Islands, and even 
cowries and nautilus shells from the Tropic seas. In the 
centre of the slab a small jet of water played until recently 
upon a piled-up heap of oysters half embedded in bladder- 
wrack. In the dim interior, lit by the fizzing light of a 
single gas-jet of a fishtail pattern of 1860, two white-haired 
ladies were wont to dispense with an austere severity the 
succulent dainties in which they traded. They were the 
celebrated Misses Cheesman, known to gourmets all over 
the world. Now, alas! the parlour knows them no 
more, and never again will little Dot dart across at our 
bidding to fill a tankard with “ extra” at the Star and 
Garter. Never again will great ladies and gentlemen of 
quality enter that little door and, in deference to their 
hostess, suppress while they remain within all those words 
‘“‘ wot the nobleman said to the fractious pennywinkle ven 
he vouldn’t come out of his shell by means of a pin.” 


[ORD WAKEFIELD is famous for his benefactions, 

and he has most gloriously added to their number 
and variety this week by purchasing the lovely and irreplace- 
able Howard Grace Cup and presenting it to the Victoria 
and Albert Museum. ‘This amazing example of craftsman- 
ship has long been one of the finest pieces of English medi- 
zval silver remaining in the hands of a private owner. 
Its ivory font-shaped cup was bequeathed to Queen 
Katharine of Aragon by Sir Edward Howard, Lord High 
Admiral, who perished at sea on April 25th, 1513. The 
richly ornamented silver-gilt mounts, which are studded 
with gems, bear the London hall-mark for 1525 and were 
probably added by Queen Katharine herself. She seems 
to have been in no doubt as to the fact of the cup being 
“a precious relic of St. Thomas of Canterbury,’ and 
beside her own badge of a pomegranate she had engraved 
on the mounts the initials “ T. B.” After her execution 
in 1537, the relic was returned to the Howard family. 
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The nation is grateful to Lord Wakefield for securing 
for ever this treasure in England’s heritage. 'The cup is 
now on view at the Museum. 


HE Derbyshire County Committee of the Council 
for the Preservation of Rural England is carrying 
out an experiment this Whitsun which will be watched 
with much interest by all who are concerned with the 
preservation of the countryside. To prevent a repetition 
of the annual depredations which many beauty spots in 
the Peak District suffer on a Bank Holiday, ramblers’ 
clubs in Manchester, Sheffield and other large towns are 
being invited to enrol a body of volunteers who will act as 
‘“‘ watchers.” Dovedale, the area on which it is proposed 
to concentrate, is always visited by thousands of holiday- 
makers at Whitsun, and in past years has been the scene 
of many outrages due to thoughtless or wanton destruction. 
It will be the duty of the new amateur police force to protect 
wild flowers and trees, to prevent trespassing, and check, 
so far as possible, the litter nuisance. The methods to 
be used are those of peaceful persuasion, but, if they prove 
insufficient, the co-operation of the police authorities may 
be enlisted. Ramblers’ federations have already made 
demonstrations against litter and untidiness by lighting 
bonfires and burning effigies of “litter louts.”” ‘The move- 
ment now being set on foot should prove a more direct 
and practical way of awakening in the minds of the public 
a sense of its responsibilities.

[ NTELLIGENT and outspoken criticism of architecture 

is, unfortunately, rare in England at the present time. 
So rare that, when it does occasionally appear, victims are 
apt to consider that a sacred immunity has been infringed. 
The profession as a whole would, we believe, welcome a 
more free expression of informed opinion in the lay Press. 
But when Mr. Robert Byron vigorously criticised in the 
Week End Review Sir Herbert Baker’s designs for South 
Africa House, Sir Herbert’s friends seem to have taken 
it as an offence against public decency—to judge from 
Mr. Oscar Faber’s rejoinder. Mr. Faber claimed that Sir 
Herbert Baker’s reputation was such as to set his work 
above criticism, and that, anyhow, the place for such 
criticism was the decent privacy of the architectural Press. 
Whether Mr. Byron’s castigation of the Trafalgar Square 
building was sound or no is immaterial to the issue 
thus raised. Critics, no less than architects, are fallible. 
The point is that in some quarters it is, apparently, con- 
sidered that, although the lay public discusses painting, 
literature and the drama, it is incapable of intelligently 
appreciating architecture. The contrary is the truth. The 
public has a very lively, if inarticulate, sense of values 
in architecture, and the general standard of design would 
be enormously benefited by honest expressions of opinion 
such as Mr. Byron’s. 


~REAT divergence of opinion exists as to the safe age 
limit for flying. It has been suggested that after about 
fifty-five people should give up piloting and should confine 
themselves to travelling as passengers. Much depends upon 
the type of flying that is indulged in, for in bad weather 
there is a definite nervous strain which is absent from 
good weather flying. At Hanworth last week Mr. Griffith 
Brewer celebrated the fortieth anniversary of his first 
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flight in a balloon by piloting his own Moth. Mr. Brewer 
has learnt to fly twice ; first with Wilbur Wright and last 
year with Flight-Lieutenant Findlay at Hanworth, and 
he does not find that his sixty-two years are any bar from 
the enjoyment of controlling a modern light aeroplane, 
nor does he find any less pleasure in aviation to-day than 
he did in the Gordon Bennett balloon races of 1906 and 
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thereabouts. It seems, therefore, that the age limit for 
flying, if it can be said that there is such a thing, depends 
upon the man himself more than anything else. At 
Hanworth, on the occasion of Mr. Brewer’s anniversary, 
there were many pioneer pilots who are still flying regularly 
to-day, though they do not indulge in the aerobatics and 
racing which interested them twenty years ago.

THE PLANT 


INTRODUCTIONS 


OF THE CENTURY 


By Tue Hon. H. D. McLaren, President of the Royal Horticultural Society. 


OME twenty-five years ago there died a man who was 
one of the leading amateur gardeners of his time. A 
man who grew every new plant he could get hold of and 
all the best old ones as well. His successors maintained 
his garden excellently, but added no further plants. 
Consequently, one sees in that garden just a few of E. H. Wilson’s 
Chinese plants, from Veitch’s earliest distribution of them— 
including some of the biggest Davidias in the kingdom—but 
nothing of later introduction. 
That garden to-day, interesting though it be, is an amazing 
object lesson of what we should have missed had the flow of plant 
introductions stood still during the last quarter of a century.

One would have missed perhaps most the Chinese rhodo- 
dendron species ; for of all the plants that one can grow in a 
garden, rhododendrons give, perhaps, the most pleasure for the 
least effort, and of rhododendrons the smaller-growing Chinese 
species are, in my view, the plants of the future. 

The Wilson rhododendrons are, of course, mostly large- 
growing, and there are many superb things among them, especially 
the wonderful blue Augustinii, and Davidsonianum, so nearly 
related to it, and calophytum, though this is shy and slow to flower. 
Of those introduced subsequently, the larger-growing types have 
hardly had time to prove themselves. For instance, although 
Rhododendron sinogrande of Forrest’s introduction has flowered

magnificently in the West, only the comparatively tender forms 
are of flowering size, the presumably hardier forms from higher 
altitudes being still seedlings. 

But while the larger rhododendrons are unsurpassed when 
they succeed, they want a fairly mild climate, and shelter, the 
right kind of soil, and the right amount of moisture at the root ; 
and even then, unless one can start with big plants, there are 
often many years to wait for flower. But with the smaller

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rhododendrons, the soil, if lime be absent, can be readily improved 
to suit them, and a big range of them has already been tried out, 
for they flower young and freely. 

In the forefront of those smaller-growing plants I would 
put Rh. orbiculare ; it flowers so young that I put it in this class, 
though it eventually gets fairly large. When it is covered with 
its hanging pink bells, nothing in the garden can hold a candle 
to it. Rh. Griersonianum is another outstanding plant. It is 
somewhat tender, especially in the lowest two inches of its bark, 
which is apt to split ; but it thrives in the darkest, dankest corner 
of a house wall where frost is minimised, and bears its geranium 
pink flowers profusely from its earliest years. It transmits its 
good qualities to its hybrids in a marked degree. 

For open situations and of great hardiness are the blue- 
purple rhododendrons of the Lapponicum series, the best of 
them being Rh. cantabile, Rh. hippophzoides, and perhaps 
Rh. fastigiatum ; while almost equally hardy are the sanguineums— 
the orange dichroanthum, the scarlet close-growing hamatodes ; 
Rh. neriiflorum, with every shoot a mass of blossom; Rh. 
hemaleum, with plum purple, and Rh. didymum with almost 
black flowers ; and the creeping Rh. repens with large isolated 
bells of intense scarlet. Kingdon Ward’s form of the last is not 
as prostrate as Forrest’s original plants, but is, I think, rather a 
petter doer. Rh. aperantum, another of this group, is yet to 
qower in quantity and variety ; but one has seen the dried speci-

mens, and can judge of the flowers, which are large, five or six to a 
truss, of every colour (except blue): a plant 6ins. high and, as 
Forrest tells us, yards and yards across. 

Some of the campylogynums have great charm, and so has 
Forrest’s apple blossom charitopes and Kingdon Ward’s Rh. 
riparium, very near to, but better than, Rh. calostrotum. There 
are some charming things, too, in the cephalanthum series, and 
some very quaint ones in Kingdon Ward’s last lot of anthopogons 
with their evil-smelling leaves. Most of these small plants 
look best in bold rockwork or in a bed with some large stones 
in it, and they like a gritty and leafy soil. 

But though rhododendrons are the outstanding feature of 
the plant introductions of this century, of course they far from 
exhaust the list. 

Of conifers, were it not for spring frosts, Abies Forrestii 
would be more widely successful than it is, and it is a most lovely 
tree ; while Taiwania cryptomerioides, the giant from Formosa, 
seems fairly hardy, and in appearance strikes out a line quite 
of its own. 

Meliosma Veitchiorum and Emmenopteris Henryi, both 
trees from China, have great reputations, but have not yet, I 
believe, flowered in cultivation. 

Magnolias Wilsoni and sinensis are akin to M. parviflora, 
and both are lovely things, but I believe that Magnolia Sargentiana 
far surpasses them. The latter flowered in Cornwall this spring 
for the first time in cultivation, though the seed came from China 
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some twenty-five years ago. Magnolia 
Dawsoniana is of the same group as 
M. Sargentiana, conspicua and Camp- 
bellii, and should also prove fine when 
it flowers. 

The magnificent magnolia which 
Farrer found, and of which he sung the 
praises, proved to be not M. rostrata, as 
he thought, but M. mollicomata, a 
species closely allied to and now merged 
in M. Campbellii. M. rostrata has 
glorious leaves, but is somewhat tender 
and the flower is of the type of that of 
M.- obovata (hypoleuca), coming after 
the leaves are out. 

Lastly of the Chinese magnolias 
there is M. Delavayi, probably the 
grandest evergreen tree that can be grown 
in this country, but it can only be grown 
as a tree in a Cornish climate. It is 
imposing as a wall plant elsewhere, but 
the flowers are somewhat fugitive. 

Of flowering shrubs, Farrer’s Vibur- 
num fragrans and Wilson’s Hamamelis 
mollis give new beauty and much 
fragrance to the garden in mid-winter, 
though I believe that the former is 
beaten by a more recently introduced 
rival— Viburnum  grandiflorum; while 
V. Carlesii, a delightful thing only too 
prone to a sudden and _ mysterious 
decease, and Osmanthus Delavayi, of 
the tens of thousands of tiny flowers, 
scent the air in April. 

Of the flowering cherries it requires 
an expert to speak, but Forrest’s Prunus 
serrula with the polished mahogany bark, 
better than that of any birch, is well 
worth having even though the flower is 
negligible. Wilson’s Prunus dehiscens, 
flowering in February, the very image 
of the spray in the ‘“‘ Hawthorn Pattern ”’ 
plate, is quite unrivalled among the 
plums. 

One could speak, if there were 
space, of the Chinese birches, of Betulas 
Ehrmannii, albosinensis and Sechuanica 
and others with glorious bark; of Dis- 
anthus cercidifolia, with vinous autumn 
colour ; of berried Berberis galore ; of 
Clematis Armandii, the good form, with 
its countless scented flowers; of Rosa 
Moyesii, almost a tree, beautiful in 
flower and fruit ; of Buddleia variabilis, 
a little coarse perhaps, but thriving 
anywhere and always gaily decked with 
butterflies. 

I must turn for a moment from 
Asia to other continents. Of the New 
Zealanders, Leptospermum  Nicholsii, 
where it can be grown, is a scarlet 
flame in June, and is supreme among 
the leptospermums. From the Andes 
we have had an improved Berberis 
Darwinii in B. linearifolia—and who 
could have supposed Darwinii capable of 
improvement ? And we have, I believe, 
obtained hardier forms of the some- 
what tender Embothrium  coccineum 
and Eucryphia cordifolia—two of the 
best flowering shrubs ever grown in 
western gardens. We have also got 
from the Andes a real thriving stock of 
Mutisias, of which M. decurrens is both 
the best and the most difficult. From 
‘Tibet has come a plant for every garden, 
Meconopsis_ betonicifolia (Baileyi). It 
is the only really easy meconopsis and, 
with its wonderful blue flowers, about 
the best of all of them. 

Lastly, a word on three _ other 
renera of great distinction of which 
nany new species have recently reached 
yur gardens—the primulas, the gentians 
ind the lilies. 

The primulas, many of them—some- 
imes the best of them—are here to-day 
nd gone to-morrow : Wattii and Baileyi 

ave departed ; Agleniana is precarious ; 
ut still we have got many new good 
es firmly established in our gardens. 

Three are outstanding: P. chion- 
ntha, with creamy flowers and jade 
reen leaves, the first to bloom after 

1e old rosea and denticulata ; P. nutans,

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the bells on a pagoda ; and P. Littoniana, with purple and scarlet 
spikes in late summer, unlike any other primula that ever grew. 

Of the gentians, two are really great additions to our gardens. 
G. Farreri, perhaps the most beautiful of all, not too robust a 
doer, but (I say it, though experts have denied it) easily divisible 
and therefore capable of increase ; and G. sino-ornata, a rampant 
grower, to be replanted every year and divisible so that it covers 
five times its former space, till the garden is full of it, and whose 
only fault is that its countless deep blue flowers come in October 
and not in September. There is a third gentian, from the 
Himalayas, G. ornata, which is as yet practically untried as far 
as constitution is concerned. But it divides well, and if it stands 
the winter it should increase with us ; and if it does it will surpass 
even the other two. It has the colour and season of Farreri, 
with a more compact habit and a wide open flower which simply 
cannot shut on sunless days. 
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What of the lilies that have been given us in the last thirty 
years? L. Willmottiz and L. Davidii are both very good and 
fairly easy ; they are orange and very like one another. 

Lilium Henryi is a great garden lily ; of the easiest possible 
cultivation and increase in most soils and situations and upstand- 
ing and floriferous. 

L. centifolium is one of the most superb of all lilies, but it 
is not easy; L. Sargentiz is of the same class, but it has never 
become common and does not seem to get away in this country, 
although it seems to do better in America. On the other hand, 
L. regale flowers in two years from seed, and is easy, though 
in some places not long lived. But for the profusion of its magnifi- 
cent flowers it is unrivalled, and if Lilium regale had been the 
only plant introduced in our gardens by E. H. Wilson, instead 
of the hundreds which he gave us, that one plant would have 
sufficed him for a memorial for all time. 





TWISTING THE TIGER’S TAIL

OWARDS the end of last week I made rather an 

entertaining one day’s raid upon Forfarshire, which, 

I believe, I should now call Angus. For that one 

day I became, in a humble and peculiar way, a golfing 

architect—the first time I had endeavoured to play 
the part since I cut some holes with an entrenching tool on the 
Vardar marshes. 

The reason of it was this. Just before the Open Champion- 
ship at Carnoustie there is to take place on the links of the 
Arbroath Club near at hand the approaching and putting com- 
petition for which Mr. Seddon has given very handsome prizes, 
and in which, I believe, all the big British and American pro- 
fessionals are going to compete. It will consist of four rounds 
of score play, and the course will virtually consist of eighteen 
one-shot holes of varying lengths. Somebody had got to lay 
out those holes, and I had been asked to do so in collaboration 
with a very alarming professional colleague, my old friend 
J. H. Taylor. So out we set for Carnoustie, together with 
two of those who will help to manage the competition, and a 
thoroughly amusing time we had of it. How far we shall have 
succeeded in twisting the tigers’ tails, in point of teasing approach 
shots, time and the score sheet will show, but, at any rate, we did 
our best to make ourselves temperately unpleasant to them. 

The course at Arbroath, some five miles from Carnoustie, 
is a genuinely seaside one, with one of the prettiest sea views 
from the club-house to be seen anywhere. On a clear day 
we could have spied the Fife coast across the water; but a 
fine, warm day—what a blessing !—brought with it a haze, 
and there was no glimpse of St. Andrews. The course is, if 
it may respectfully be said, a little old-fashioned here and there, 
in that the bunkers are not quite fiercely close enough to the 
putting greens, but these greens themselves are interestingly 
small and undulating, and so well suited to our fell purpose. 
This was, briefly, to design a series of second shots to the pin, 
varying in length and calling for as great a variety of shots as 
possible. Having a free hand, of course, we constantly imagined 
the player to have hooked or sliced his tee shot to a difficult 
position. Also we imagined the green-keeper to have cut 
the hole in a reasonably un-Christian position. In short, we 
said to the player, in the words of the great Duke of Wellington, 
“Sir, you are in a devilish awkward predicament and must 
get out of it as best you can.” 

I ventured just now to speak of J. H. as alarming. Let 
me at once retract the odious expression ; he was positively 
benignant towards me. I had pictured ourselves disagreeing 
a little on one point. He, perhaps, would want to have all 
the golf played “ in the air,” whereas I, with the base tendencies 
of a scuffler, should want to set a testing question or two in 
our examination paper in point of running-up shots. This 
quarrel, however, did not materialise, because the Arbroath 
turf is reminiscent rather of the west than the east of Scotland ; 
it is like that of Prestwick and Troon rather than that of St. 
Andrews, a little soft and more suited to the pitch than the 
run. Moreover, my colleague was all pliability, and we did 
contrive one pretty little running shot to a plateau, though there 
is a feeling in my breast that the professionals will manage 
to pitch and stop the ball even there. “ They'll pitch it, sir, 
they’ll pitch it,” said J. H. with: a little gentle regret in his 
voice: I expect they will; but, if they do, they will have to lay 
reasonably long putts dead for threes, and they will not get 
twos, 

Some shots instantly suggested themselves. There was 
one long one-shotter, for example, which it would have been 
sacrilege to touch. The difficulty came at some of the more 


open holes. Then we had to try first one side of the course 
and then the other; and we had, of course, the best local advice 
as to the prevailing wind, and so on. J. H. was a monument 
of energy. “Here, sir, here,” he would exclaim, “‘ make 
them hold it up into the right-hand wind from here,” and he 
illustrated his meaning with a characteristic gesture of the 
left elbow. “If they don’t, the ground will throw the ball 
away to the left and they'll take three putts.” Then off he 
would dash, pacing the distance to the pin with resolute steps, 
and in less than no time he had planted his umbrella in one 
corner of the green with the air of an explorer planting the 
Union Jack in some unknown land. Sometimes we could 
not help wishing that we had rather less distinguished golfers 
to cater for; that burn to the right looked terrifying, but it 
would scarcely catch the professional’s ball. At other times, 
however, we could survey our work with a certain grim satis- 
faction. ‘“‘ This,” we said, “‘ will make them swear,” and I 
trust it will ; if nobody says now and again that we have been 
unfair, we shall have failed. After all, it is the great holes 
of the world that provoke the curses. 

Freakishness I hope we eschewed, as we did blindness. 
At nearly every shot we designed the bottom of the pin is, | 
think, visible ; at the remaining two or three, at any rate, some 
part of it can be seen. We had two tiny holes, one of just 
fifty yards with a dear little ridge calculated to annoy, and another 
a few yards longer to be played out of a bunker. The aforesaid 
bunker will, of course, have to be raked and made smooth 
before each man plays his shot, and there will be an official 
stationed there to place the ball. The bunker shot comes 
at the sixteenth hole, just where people are getting anxious 
about their scores. By contrast we invented two or three 
really long approaches to be played with a spoon or cleek. 
Probably the players will show their contempt for us by hitting 
220yds. or so with a “‘ No. 2” iron, but we must hope for the 
best and a fresh wind. Par for this odd course will necessarily 
be 54—eighteen threes. Somebody, no doubt, will achieve it, 
but to play seventy-two one-shot holes will be rather strenuous 
work. I am glad I have not got to try, though I should love 
to see my colleague tackle it. 

In the afternoon, having done our job, we walked vigorousl\ 
round Carnoustie, where the great Macdonald Smith is alread) 
hard at work practising on his native heath. Here, too, there 
has been some tail-twisting for tigers done. James Braid ha: 
been at it, and it is easy to see where he has scattered his nev 
bunkers with a lavish hand. Certainly the holes have bee: 
“tightened up,” and since Carnoustie will measure som¢ 
6,800yds., nobody will complain that the winner has not beer 
tested. Ifit seems to lack something of the inspiring atmospher« 
of some championship courses, it provides a thoroughly searching 
examination paper. ‘There are only three short holes, and on 
of them is well over 2ooyds. long with a very narrow entrance : 
so there will not be too many threes. The last three holes 
where the Barry burn winds so seductively, have been mad: 
much more severe, and the home hole strikes me as extremel' 
formidable. It is 450yds. long; the tee shot has to be laic. 
down in a Mesopotamia, with a burn to the right and a burn 
to the left, and then there is more burn in front of the green 
to carry with the second. If the wind is adverse, as it was on 
the day of our walk, the man who is going to get his four will 
have to live dangerously and may die a watery death. My 
illustrious companion averred that, if he were winning @ 
championship, he should play short, and that no burn should 
catch him. Very likely before the championship is over some 
young dashers will be sorry they have not followed his advice.

GIR MARTIN CONWAY has a more robust zest for life 
~ than many younger men—he is _ seventy-five—and one 
reason for his decision to resign his seat at the end of this Parlia- 
ment is, no doubt, to enjoy another five or six years of freedom. 
For after eighty, he sometimes says, one must expect to feel the 
effects of anno domini. His retirement will be a real loss to the 
House, where men of his attainments are rare nowadays and 
where he is held in genuine affection by men of all parties.

Himself in the Eton 
and Oxford elevens, two of his three sons followed him to Lord’s 
in due course.

It has been customary 
to have a distinguished golfer in one year and a distinguished 
person in some other walk of life in the next.

fine golfer. "Though born 
in that great golfing vin- 
tage year of 1869, it was 
only three years ago, at 
Prestwick, that he was 
beaten in the last eight 
at the twenty-first hole 
by Mr. Roger Wethered. 
When he succeeds the 
Duke of York this Sep- 
tember and drives himself 
into office, it is certain 
that no more faultlessly 
accurate tee shot will ever 
have been struck on that 
trying occasion.

Mr. Courtauld’s 
solitary vigil, Captain Ahrenberg’s long flight from Sweden 
and his dramatic sighting of the sledging party safely returning 
with the missing member of the expedition all go to make a story 
as thrilling as any in the history of Arctic exploration. 


ME: FRANK MITCHELL, who has become Assistant 
: Secretary to the King, is the third son of that great cricketer, 
the late Mr. R. A. H. Mitchell, who was known to many generations 
of Etonians as “‘ Mike.’ Like his two elder brothers, R. H. 
(Bob) and R. W. (Ronny), he was in the Eton eleven, and was 
good enough to play for Oxford and be a Harlequin, though he 
never got his blue. He played golf for Oxford all the years he 
was up, including 1900, when Cambridge were beaten by 69 holes 
to nothing, and golfers of that time will always uphold that this 
side has never been surpassed or even equalled in the ‘Tolley 
and Wethered years. Mr. Mitchell also played three times for 
England and was, in his day, one of the very deadliest of putters. 
He was originally one of Lord Milner’s “ young men”’ in South 
Africa and for the last eleven years has been Press Secretary 
at Buckingham Palace. 
EVENTY-FIVE years ago this month, so a paragraph in the 

Daily Telegraph of 1856 informs us, the new Ball and Supper 
Rooms at Buckingham Palace were completed, being lighted by 
above 7,000 gas burners “‘ suspended in massive clusters of glass 
prisms.” William IV postponed occupation of the Palace in 1836 
that gas might be laid on to the State Apartments, and so never 
lived to occupy it himself. The Ball Room chandeliers are still 
in use, though, now, of course, adapted to electricity. When a 
photograph of the Ball Room was taken for Mr. Clifford Smith’s 
book on the Palace, a long exposure was given during which all 
the lights were burning for several hours.

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POLO PROSPECTS 


OPENING OF THE LONDON SEASON. 


SERENE optimist recently 

advocated that an_ earlier 

start should be made with 

the London polo season. 

Unfortunately for his sug- 
gestion, the occasions on which the 
grounds at the polo clubs around 
London are fit for play before the 
month of May are few and far between. 
This year the first games at Ranelagh 
were not played until May gth, while 
at Hurlingham and Roehampton a 
start could not be made until the 
present week. We are left to hope 
that an unfavourable spring will be 
followed by a brilliant summer, and 
that from now on the polo season in 
town will be spared those spells of bad 
weather which so sadly dislocate the 
elaborate tournament arrangements 
made by polo managers at the leading 
clubs. 

It will be a quiet season in that 
no immediate preparations have to be 
made for International contests. The 
next matches for the International Cup 
are not due until 1933, but one hopes 
that efforts will be made to get together 
a representative English team for the 
Olympic Games at Los Angeles next 
year. A number of players who have 
been prominent in London polo in recent seasons will be missing 
this time. The Duke of Peneranda and the Marquis of Villa- 
bragima will not be in the field, which means that the Hurricanes 
will not have to face the rivalry of El Gordo in the chief 
tournaments of the season. 

Mr. S. Sanford’s team look like winning another Champion 
Cup. In the matter of ponies of the highest class the Hurricanes 
have resources of an almost unlimited character, and as Mr. 
Sanford will again enjoy the assistance of those great players, 
Captain C. T. I. Roark and Wing-Commander P. K. Wise, his 
side will obviously be difficult to beat in tournaments which are 
not played under the handicap. It is expected that Captain 
D. J. E. Norton will complete the team. He is an eminently 
sound six-point player who can be depended on not to let the 
side down. Captain Roark has lately received the compliment 
of being promoted to ten points on the Hurlingham Handicap 
list, so he now occupies the same position in the game as Mr. T. 
Hitchcock alone fills in the United States. 

A young player whose form will be watched with a good 
deal of interest is Mr. F. G. B. Arkwright, 12th Lancers, home 
on leave from Egypt, where he has lately greatly strengthened 
his polo reputation. Further improvement would bring him 
not far below the International standard, and never were players 
of this stamp more badly needed in this country. He is to be a 
member of the Someries House team organised and led by Sir 
Earold Wernher.

Cairo, there were some great tussles 
~ between the 12th Lancers and the 
/ 17th/21st Lancers, the latter’s long 
run of successes in inter-regimental 
tournaments receiving a check. This 
was not altogether surprising, seeing 
that the regiment, being comparative 
newcomers to the country, were at a 
disadvantage in the matter of properly 
acclimatised ponies. In a later tour- 
nament at Cairo for the Open Cup, 
the 17th/21st came out on top.

of success this time. The brothers George and Evelyn Fanshawe 
will again be the backbone of the team, and with such good men as 
Captain Draffen and Captain Barclay in the front of the game the 
regiment now has a favourable opportunity of carrying off the 
highest honours of military polo for the first time in its history. 
Forty years ago the Queen’s Bays enjoyed a series of victories in 
the Indian Inter-Regimental, but they have yet to pull off the 
prize at Hurlingham.

OME gardens, like some people, have a charm potent 

to enslave and yet as intangible as dew or vapour. ‘The 

gardens of the manor of Sutton Courtenay have this 

shining quality. Maybe the lack of grandeur, though 

not of formality, pleases, and the absence of any bedding 
out, through distaste and economy combined, produces a sense 
of flourishing ease and naturalness which is their most lovable 
feature. There is an air of spontaneity in the planting, as if 
the flowers and trees had chosen their own positions and, like 
the house, been overlooked by the rushing tide of men. This 
is what you have missed and what, unconsciously, you have 
been seeking all your life. You feel you never want to leave 
this source of enchantment where peace and beauty beckon 
and colour and shade and fountains and long green alleys invite 
and promise a shelter from the unbearable noise of the world 
without. The perpetual refreshment to the spirit offered by 
the garden remains a wonder and becomes a blessing. Here 
the bright seasons arrive punctually in their various well known 
but ever fresh liveries, and again you stare enraptured at the

lacquered leaf of the young beach and the woolly velvet of the 
cowslip. The tremendous solemn trees, the smooth green 
lawns which one remembers holding long evening shadows on 
their laps, the beguiling wild flowers which give and give and 
give, rushing in and out of the real garden with a reckless joy 
and a dancing grace ; the old sun-burnt walls, pink as a mal- 
maison and wreathed in wistaria tassels ; the moonlit evenings 
when the turf is dry and warm, covered in rose petals like 
strange exotic shells ; and the scent of the syringa and honey- 
suckle weaves invisible webs of sweetness across one’s dreaming 
face—these are the enduring possessions that the garden bestows, 
a happiness not made with hands. 

Every garden should be a continuation of the house it 
surrounds, and where the dwelling is old and sleepy the garden, 
too, must be drowsy and lie under the spell of the ages, so that 
you are conscious of the years that have given the grey stone 
walls their gold and the heavy yews their girth. These were 
before you, these will live after you, so listen to their message 
and humbly follow in their sedate and simple footsteps. The

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loveliest side of England is the English 
countryside. Here, in this lucky land of 
the Thames Valley, meadows crowded 
with kingcups, little backwaters sprouting 
Hottonia palustris, the later sheaves of 
wild iris and sedge and the woods of 
leaning willows with strange Gothic 
barks seem a more perfect planting 
than anything done in the garden itself. 
Carefully have I preserved these cool 
green savannahs flowing serenely along 
the river’s bank. ‘Their solitude is 
refreshing after the crowded coloured 
gardens, and serves to allay the nostalgia 
at the heart of all humans for the lost 
wild places of their dreams. One step 
through the big watchful yews, down 
the long rose gallery, and you are in a 
sanctuary shared by the water-vole and 
the willow wren, inviolate as the meadows 
of Avalon. 

These gardens seem always to be 
in bloom. Even the lean winter days 
have their button-hole in the starry 
lemon jasmine, the mysterious talc flowers 
of Chimonanthus fragrans, and the frail 
candles of the various crocus species. 
If there is the slightest interval between 
hailstorm and snowstorm, the bare ground 
is immediately powdered with a hundred 
thousand aconites, their golden blobs 
frilled elegantly in the newest green, 
while cyclamen unwind from _ winter 
sleep and the pale hellebores raise 
freckled faces to the new year. But as 
the earth warms to the sun and the 
wrinkled trees entertain the nightingale 
and black-cap, and doors are open till 
midnight, the tide of colour and scent 
rises till the whole garden blooms like 
one enormous nosegay. It is impossible 
to come indoors, for magic is abroad, 
and who would want to shut themselves 
up when the “High Pomps of Mid- 
summer ” are here and will too soon be 
passing? In a garden where labour is 
scarce and the soil beneficent, all manner 
of tiny seedlings get overlooked till, lo 
and behold! a handsome clump _ has 
established itself in the most unlikely 
position, claiming squatters’ rights and 
in nine cases out of ten succeeding in 
establishing its claim. The Long Garden 
(Figs. 1 and 3), set with high black yews 
and punctuated with heavy green humps 
of box, contains many such vagrant but 
successful colonies cunningly inserted 
among bold groups of ordinary herbace- 
ous plants. Lupins, anchusas, mulleins, 
all the easy English flowers raise their 
tinted spires in spring and summer, and 
treading on their heels come mallows, 
thalictrums, hollyhocks, the tall bushy 
campanulas and the tropical rods of 
the magnificent eremuri. All these look 
comfortable and healthy growing in big 
informal drifts. One group follows an- 
other in rapid succession, so that there 
is never an inch of bare earth to be seen, 
and they require no attention beyond 
their annual weeding and _ staking. 
Though the whole effect is that of 
thoughtless abundance, there is an under- 
lying colour scheme most carefully con- 
sidered. For the rich blues, deep purples 
and various pinks and lemons are kept 
away from the hot scarlets of the sizzling 
great poppies, the burning alstroemerias 
and all the metallic golds of the rud- 
beckias and sunflowers. With these 
flaming fellows are planted the cool 
silver grasses, the fascinating bloodless 
candelabra of Salvia turkestanica (one 
of the most persistent and welcome of 
squatters) and the grey fish-bone thistle, 
with its frosted prickly wings. Old box

hedges, 2ft. high and as much across, surround this radiant 
parterre and in their clipped decorum produce the perfect 
finish to the jungle they encircle. ‘There is a running accom- 
paniment of lilies and crown imperials just inside these box 
hedges, and who shall say which season is the loveliest : spring, 
with the ardent 5ft. high amber Turk’s-caps, their downcast 
eyes filled with tears, their gold or tawny reversed bells crowned 
with a valiant tuft of leaves ; or summer, with the pure stainless 
Madonnas, their long, waxy buds pointing this way and that, 
their alabaster chalices drenching the air with honey-sweetness 
in which lie embalmed precious memories of Venice and Perugia. 
Indeed, there is more than a memory of Italy in my garden. 
Lombardi said of Diirer, “‘ He would have been much greater 
had he been acquainted with the Antique ” : I would have been 
a much lesser gardener had I not worshipped at the crumbling

shrines of the ancient garden gods of Florence and Rome. 
There I learned the magic of black sentinel cypresses, translated 
in our northern clime to Irish yew and juniper—a severe archi- 
tectural note, but mollified by the invariable vicinity of water. 
For the fluting of fountains remains ever the essential voice 
of the garden, whether under the close canopy of a southern 
ilex or the dark shadows cast by the great fans of an ancient 
English yew. All the walks at Sutton Courtenay end in pools 
or fountains with near-by seats to enjoy the different musics. 
How delicious on a boiling June day, after an arduous hour of 
tying-up the heavy and contrary heads of the regal poppies, 
to relax and merely sit and listen. Each fountain is planned 
according to its situation. Near the house and companioned 
by three enormous old Irish yews is a perfectly plain round 
stone basin. ‘The low moss-stained rim, a foot high, makes

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an easy seat on which to laze and watch 
the thin plume of water playing in the 
centre, and falling lightly on a saffron 
water lily floating on neat bronze leaves 
the colour of pennies. This fountain 
is severe, as befits its rather classical 
personality, but the next one in the 
Long Garden is the exact opposite 
(Fig. 6). It stands at the beginning 
of the flower garden and is as expansive 
as a valentine. In the centre a fat and 
foolish lead baby is hugging a lead fish 
with such intensity that from its throat 
pours a rapid, feverish gurgle of water— 
not very high, but making a continuous 
cool plop in the pool below. Great 
spears of phormiums, like tin swords, 
and bold uprising yuccas have been 
planted at the corners to counteract 
the levity of the fat lead baby; also 
masses of Diervilla pulcherrima, called 
so charmingly in Ireland “ the fairies’ 
fishing rods.” These graceful flowers 
bend to every passing breeze and seem 
designed purposely to adorn the edges 
of fountains, so elegant and tenuous 
is their rhythmic dance. But uninvited, 
though not unwelcome, are those ubiqui- 
tous squatters, the red and pink valerians. 
They absorb every unoccupied crack 
and crevice, but are so gay and happy, 
so rich in their output and so long- 
lasting, that I have no heart to pull 
them up. Their caramel pink combines 
very well with the intense violet of a 
clump of Iris levigata and the lilac 
bunches of the tall Campanula celtidi- 
folia, also too inclined to broadcast its 
seed irrespective of position and aspect. 

An old wall covered with choice 
shrubs divides this herbaceous garden 
from the one next door, called the 
Persian Garden. On it magnolias offer 
us their cream kid goblets in August, 
while in July enormous mauve ostrow- 
skias shoot up like Jack-in-the-bean- 
stalks, holding their fragile fluted faces 
high above our heads. Akebia, with its 
early crop of raspberry-coloured trefoils ; 
piptanthus, the robust Nepalese labur- 
num; Abutilon vitifolium, with felted 
stems and clusters of white or heliotrope 
blossoms ;_ the fascinating Fendlaria 
rupicola, with its argosy of milky 
buttercups ; various ceanothus in con- 
tinuous clouds of powder blue, many of 
them laced with deeper purple clematis ; 
and feijoa, that shy-flowering member 
of the myrtle family, all occupy per- 
manent seats here. There is also an 
overgrown thicket of Choisya ternata, 
12ft. long and very aromatic, a gaunt 
and ancient gum cystus with dark sticky 
leaves, and one lolloping bush of Phlomis 
fruticosa whose woolly white foliage 
and gaudy golden cockades have broken 
all bounds and lie heaped on the path 
below (Fig. 14). Before it spills its 
summer cargo of bright doubloons its 
gentle neighbour, Clematis Armandii, 
obliges by wreathing the wall with 
swags of white so close-set as to seem 
artificial. One of the secrets of successful 
gardening is to put a summer flowerer 
side by side with a spring plant, and just 
beyond both an autumn shrub, so that 
the eye passes imperceptibly over the 
dead heads, the brown leaves, the bare 
space, and alights on the gay patch 
next door. Also to employ, as far as 
possible, long-flowering plants with 
good records of staying put—those 
which I have named die-hards, as 
against the fleeting flowers which make 
a brief appearance and vanish untimely 
after a short and niggardly performance. 
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An old ironwork gate, almost 
hidden under a splendid tangle of 
pomegranate, leads into the Persian 
Garden (Fig. 2), where beds of roses 
pour out their attar unstintingly and 
are hemmed with spicy early pinks 
and backed by a tall screen of Penzance 
and sweetbrier mixed. Sweet-smelling 
hedges are a great feature of this garden, 
and in the twilight of a hot summer’s 
day the perfume from each one is 
distinct and intoxicating. At one end, 
against the wall of the house, is a brick- 
floored enclosure (Fig. 4) furnished 
with great fat tree peonies, a tall, glossy, 
vanilla-flavoured Azara, two Hoherias 
and a grand bush of Calycanthus 
floridus with its rufous rosettes of 
clove. Here is a favourite seat, for the 
wall behind is papered in that flimsy 
adorable rose, Fortune’s Yellow, called 
after the lucky Mr. Fortune who espied 
it flowering in some secret Chinese 
valley. Round the enclosure runs 
perhaps the prettiest hedge of all, 
made of the old-fashioned Rosa Dama- 
scena, York and Lancaster. It is about 
4ft. high and flowers so profusely that 
for six weeks there is hardly any foliage 
to be seen. The colour and diversity 
of the petals, now all crimson, now all 
white, now carefully striped, and now 
delicately feathered as if with a fine 
brush, the eager buds of close bright 
rose held well aloft as if waiting to be 
picked, and carrying their particular 
scent with them into the house, places 
this hedge high in the love of the 
‘nhabitants. | When this supply is 
finished the next hedge begins, a tall 
screen, 1oft. high, of honeysuckle, 
Lonicera Etrusca (Fig. 5), from which it 
is a delight to gather the crisp nankeen- 
tinted sprays, which are just the right 
size for vases, and no amount of cutting 
for the house or for friends disturbs 
its bloomy surface. The old grey stone 
wall is hung in spring with huge sponges 
of aubrietias in full tone of purple, 
lilac and puce, straggling, dazzling 
golden wallflowers and neat tuffets of 
ham-pink arabis. As they die down 
our old accommodating friend, the 
valerian, in shades of crimson, pink and 
white, springs to life, so that the whole 
length of the wall flushes into a rosy 
cloud, tremulous in beauty, but so stout 
in intention that it only melts away in 
late autumn (Figs. 7 and 10). The 
contrast of the severe grey stone and 
the frolicking valerian is a perpetual 
delight. A conspicuous example of this 
perfect mating is to be seen on the 
twin tapis verts which lie in the middle 
of the Long Garden, where the old 
lichen-stained vases in the centre are 
entirely surrounded by the crimson 
plumes of the self-sown valerian 
(Fig. 16). Wherever the flowers them- 
selves have planned the garden I grace- 
fully retire, for they are the guiding 
intelligences and strike where we fumble. 
How often have I perceived a seedling 
mullein or anchusa having inlaid itself 
in the driest and most impossible 
position on a wall or in the cracked 
concrete of a water tank. Here it will 
successfully wave a rebellious banner, 
while its cosseted relations, in good 
rich soil next door, are not half so 
prosperous or so picturesque. 

The roses in the Persian Garden 
are planted in mixed groups, though 
the pinks, reds and burgundies are kept 
away from the tangerines, lemons 
and creams. They are allowed great

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latitude, as I dislike the look of roses all chopped off at 
the same level as if with a giant shears as much as I do 
the look of thirty roses all the same colour, reminding one 
unhappily of a nursery garden. The result of discerning 
pruning is seen in the big, strong, comfy thickets furnished 
with plenty of stout foliage and long-stalked roses easy for 
picking. ‘The Persian Garden ends in an arched alcove (Fig. 12) 
with stone seats between huge bushes of the glossy dark-leaved 
privet, Ligustrum lucidum, which bears creamy flowers as 
big as white lilac. Overhead are vines supported on slender 
pillars of faded blue wood. The looping ladders of green carry 
the most abundant harvest of grapes. Beginning as clusters 
of hard little marbles, they swell under the sweetening sun to a 
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rich claret, and though not subject ‘‘ to the white feet of dancing 
girls,” they are nevertheless garnered, smashed, beaten and 
resolutely turned by the devoted housekeeper into local vintage 
much enjoyed by the female members of the house. Under 
the garlands of the vine, with its purpling bunches and ropy 
stems, plays a wall fountain. A slant-eyed Pan flutes merrily 
away into a stained and dilapidated basin which, overflowing 
its mossy brim, drips into a bigger one on the pavement 
below. This is the ideal place in which to rest and listen 
to his aqueous pipe, for with the warm fumes of rose and 
sweetbrier and the heady spice of the pinks stealing into this 
cool grotto the summer evenings slip noiselessly by and another 
lovely day is over. NoraH_ LInpsay.

THE 


SOUTH DOORWAY OF BARFRESTON 


CHURCH, KENT 


By THE Rev. ArTHUR H. COLLINs. 


BOUT eight miles north-west of Dover, and in the middle 
of modern coal developments, though out of sight of 
them, lies the little Late Norman church of Barfreston. 
Its history has never been fully known: but there are 
strong grounds for believing that the fabric was first 

built elsewhere and afterwards removed to its present situation. 

The south doorway is, perhaps, unequalled in England for 
beauty and interest combined. Its sculptor must have been a 
man of great talent and of observant eye, who was at the same 
time indebted for his subjects to manuscript illustrations of his 
time. Where animal carvings abound, as they do here, we naturally 
look for the influence of the bestiaries—those early animal picture 
books which describe in an unscientific way the habits and pro- 
perties of all sorts of creatures in order to instruct the Christian 
in behaviour and in creed. Nor do we look in vain. But the 
number of animals which Barfreston owes to the bestiaries is 
hardly as great as might be expected. Some of the carvings 
must come rather from animal fables. 

The south doorway is carved in Caen stone. It has a semi- 
circular head of recessed orders, enclosing a large tympanum. 
The outer moulding consists of a label covered with foliage ; then 
there is a row of beads, which 
is broken on one voussoir at 
the top. Next come fourteen 
figure subjects in medallions 
on as many voussoirs, fol- 
lowed by another row of 
beads again broken at the top ; 
a roll moulding with chevron 
ornament; then thirteen 
more medallions occupied 
chiefly by animal subjects, a 
little plainer moulding, and 
finally a strong semicircle of 
foliage. 

The tympanum is filled 
with an elaborately carved 
foliage composition, embrac- 
ing, as is usual in such posi- 
tions, a figure of Our Lord in 
Glory. He is seated in an 
aureole, and has no nimbus. 
His right hand is lifted in 
blessing, His left holds a 
book. The artist has empha- 
sised His belt, with its holes 
for the buckle; and the way 
in which a part of the robe 
is tucked in and curved over 
is noteworthy. The griffin 
on the extreme right, with 
the fish syren near by, are 
bestiary subjects; and per- 
haps the two human-headed 
prodigies, male and female, 
which are like sphinxes, come 
from the same source. The 
central figure is supported 
by angels holding scrolls, 


e 
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and by crowned heads. The 
one on the left of the 
tympanum looks like a 


queen, and the other, with 
shorter hair, like a king. It 
has been suggested that these 
are representations of 
Henry II and Queen Eleanor. 
Or perhaps a totally different 
interpretation may be 
correct. On a very careful a

examination of the head on the right, one eye seems to be band- 
aged or, at least, partly obscured by a heavy lock of hair. If 
this is so, there are strong grounds for supposing that the two 
heads represent the Church and the Synagogue, the former with 
complete, the latter with partial, vision of the truth. 

The most interesting feature of the doorway is, without doubt, 
the medallions of figure subjects which, in two series, run round 
the head. They have been photographed from the ground with 
a telephoto lens, giving up to eight magnifications on a half-plate 
camera. In the following list of subjects the outer order is given 
first. 

(1) A man with sword, shield and nasal helmet. 

(2) Woman with raised arms displaying pendent sleeves. 
Similar sleeves may be seen in the costume of the Virgin Mary 
on a Norman tympanum at Bishop’s Teignton, Devon. 

(3) Musician playing a fiddle. 

(4) A seated figure filling a jug from a cask on trestles. 

(5) A seated figure playing some game on a board which 
rests on his knees. He is probably throwing dice. 

(6) The bearded head and right arm of a man who seems 
to hold in front of him the sleeveless gabardine of a smith. 

(7) A large-faced rustic 
figure in soft hat with brim. 
He is resting on a staff, or 
perhaps some agricultural 
implement, or possibly he is 
planting’a tree. 

(8) An archer in swift 
action, with his legs stretched 
apart, and prominent eye, 
which seems to be following 
his shaft. 

(9) A blacksmith or 
mason striking an object near 
his foot with an iron-headed 
hammer. 

(10) A figure with shaft 
and large wallet or bundle. 

(11) A man with a bird 
(perhaps a hawk) on the palm 
of his right hand. He seems 
to be holding an (earthen ?) 
vessel by the lip in his left 
hand, and pressing it to his 
body. 

(12) A man with raised 
arms, the left hand holding 
a rectangular object to his 
ear. He has a listening ex- 
pression. 

(13) A typical example 
of Samson (with long hair) 
rending open the lion’s jaws. 
Similar examples from Nor- 
man doors have been noted 
at Stretton Sugwas, Hereford, 
and at Iffley. 

(14) Similar to (1), but 
without shield. The scab- 
bard seems to be held with 
the left hand, and the sword 
has just been withdrawn. 

(15) Inner Order. A 
man with crossed legs play- 


ing a_ stringed instrument 
with a bow. On his left is 
an ape playing a mouth- 


organ, and on his right a 
dog playing double pipes. 
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(16) Bear or very large dog 
playing a beautifully shaped 
harp, while a female acrobat 
tumbles to the tune. 

(17) Dogs or bears. These 
seem to be enjoying food rather 
than playing on musical instru- 
ments. It has been suggested 
that these last three medallions 
may represent the stock-in-trade 
of a travelling entertainer. 

(18) A_ prodigy called a 
Blemya, with his face in his 
chest. The Blemya was one of 
the discoveries of Alexander 
the Great on his conquests, but 
Herodotus knew of them before. 

(19) A large bird with long 
neck (perhaps a stork), and a 
goat with a pail, which he may 
be offering the bird. 

(20) The craftsman has not 
noticed, when he had this arch 
stone on the bench, that he was 
carving it upside down. It repre- 
sents two men collar wrestling, 
each with his head on the other’s 
shoulder. The right knee of 
the left-hand figure is advanced, 
and his right elbow grasped by 
the left hand of the other. 

(21) Archbishop, with mitre 
and pallium. He is seated on 
a throne which has animals’ 
heads on the arms. 

(22) A master mason giving 
instructions to, or perhaps pay- 
ing, his workman. He is point- 
ing to a stone with which, it may 
be, he wants something done. 

(23) A lady on horseback 
with her hair in a pigtail. 

(24) A man on horseback, 
with his dog, both much de- 
faced. 

(25) Two hounds after a 
hare which has ‘“ doubled ”’ 
among the corn. 

(26) A man on the back of 
an ass. His face is turned 
towards the onlooker. 

(27) An ape seated on a 
goat’s back. He has a dead 
rabbit slung on a stick over his 
shoulder. ‘This may—with 15, 
16 and 17—be a circus “‘ turn.” 

It is a bold thing to try to 
decipher the carvings on this 
doorway at Barfreston. The 
writer could hardly have at- 
tempted the work without the 
great help of Mr. G. C. Druce, 
F.S.A., and Mr. Philip Johnston, 
F.S.A., F.R.I.B.A.. who are not 
only well acquainted with the 
carvings, but have also exer- 
cised their deep knowledge on 
the photographic prints which 
have been sent them. For some 
views, however, the writer alone 
MUSICIANS, ANIMAL AND HUMAN. is responsible.

Colonel Hawker’s Shooting Diaries, edited with Introduction by 

Eric Parker. (Allan, 21s.) 

HERE are certain classic sporting books which live on 

for their interest and their style long after the march 

of years has made most of their content obsolete from 

a practical point of view. “ Instructions to Young 

Sportsmen,” by Colonel Peter Hawker, is undeniably 
one of the best of these. It ran in the author’s lifetime to nine 
editions and a tenth was posthumously published. 

Oddly enough, despite this celebrity, we know remarkably 
little about the personality of the author. He had, however, 
left a diary, which was in part edited by Sir Ralph Payne Gallwey 
in two bulky volumes in 1893. This work was a quarry of 
interesting material, and it gave an astonishing and, perhaps, 
not always entirely confidence-inspiring account of the Colonel’s 
sporting record, but threw very little more light on his person- 
ality. Mr. Eric Parker was struck by the happy thought of 
enquiring whether the original diaries were still in existence. 
Communication with the great-grandson of the Colonel disclosed 
that the MS. of the diaries no longer existed, but, by a happy 
accident, the original typescript from which Payne Gallwey 
prepared his extracts was still available. These show that 
the diarist’s MS. had suffered mutilation, first at the hands 
of his grandson, who had removed pages relating to domestic 
affairs of purely private interest, but far worse at the hands 
of the editor, who had, for reasons now unguessable, suppressed 
much and distorted more. It is a 
matter for regret that the full diaries 
have not been preserved, but the samples 
so well edited by Mr. Parker give us at 
least a truer picture of Colonel Peter 
Hawker than we have ever had before. 
The entries are a queer medley and 
bear but little on great national events. 
We learn for the first time that Mrs. 
Colonel Hawker, a lady never mentioned 
in the earlier edition, was the active 
partner of many of her husband’s sport- 
ing expeditions on the stubbles. She 
appears but sparingly in these selected 
entries, but Colonel Hawker married 
twice. Here is his own comment : 
August 29th, 1844 (London). Married to 
Helen Susan, widow of my old friend, 
Capt. John Symonds, R.N., at half past ten, 
at Christ-church, Marylebone, and <Imost 
driven crazy with the death of one wife 
and marriage to another coming all at once. 
More fit to be buried than married. 

A year later the second Mrs. Hawker is 
out with him partridge shooting from 
ten till eight—‘‘ and Mrs. Hawker was 
the only one who came home fresh and 
hungry after the ten hours’ expedition !” 

The Colonel was markedly a man of 
superlatives. His successful shots are 
called “ glorious,” he speaks of “ the 
most savage hurricane Iever beheld . . . the terrific sea ran 
as high as a church,” of “‘ the worst season in the memory of 
the oldest man.” He must, one feels, have been a doubtful 
advantage as a neighbour, for he seems to have believed in 
the divine right of Colonel Hawker to shoot any game any- 
where. He poached on his military movements and he poached 
from the tops of travelling coaches. He reared no birds, and 
he killed, in the fifty-one years of his diaries, 17,582 head. 
Most of these were partridges, a total of 7,035, wildfowl to 
4,488, and pheasants only to 575. ‘To-day we should not 
consider an average of three hundred and fifty birds killed per 
year a high one, but for the days of the muzzle-loader it was a 
formidable total, and it must be remembered that he began 
with flint guns, only gradually coming to the cap or detonator. 

In addition to his passion for shooting he was interested 
in music and, to a lesser extent, in art. We hear of musicians 
invited to Longparish, and there is an entry that “‘ Signor Sola 
had fair sport with a worm” and helped the Colonel get six 
brace of trout for dinner on December 2gth! It is a pity that 
no visiting musician has left us a record of what he thought of 
the Hawker ménage and the energetic Colonel. H. B.C. P. 


JOHN CADBURY 


Out of Soundings, by H. M. Tomlinson. (Heinemann, 6s.) 

MR. TOMLINSON’S voice is the voice of the artist, of the poet, 
crying in the wilderness of modernity : the voice that in every age cries 
for truth, for loveliness, for peace, for change that is not mere change 
but has a significance, a relation to eternal things. It is a brave voice 
and a beautiful, the voice of an unconquerable fighter in the battles 
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of the spirit. Perhaps the best essay in this collection is ‘‘ One January 
Morning,” a tribute to Thomas Hardy, for in it the author can give 
rein to his passion both for literature and for the greatness of the human 
soul. For charm, it would be hard to beat the opening essay, “‘ A Brown 
Owl,” and the author’s intense feeling for nature and the past finds 
luminous expression in “‘ The Turn of the Tide.’’ A poet’s pain for 
all that has been destroyed, and is still to be destroyed, of the English 
countryside is embodied in ‘‘ A Lost Wood,” and “‘ Beauty and the 
Beast ’’ demolishes all claims that can be made for the mechanisation 
of art. One quiet sentence and the spiritual inadequacy of “‘ talkies,’ 

of music by wireless and the rest, is shown forth: ‘“* Science assembles 
us, Art does not unite us.”” But Mr. Tomlinson has the far vision 
that looks hopefully beyond humanity’s age of mechanical toys, as a 
father may look beyond his boy’s childhood. ‘‘ There will be more 
adventuring and exploring, and in another direction.”’ All Mr. 
Tomlinson’s integrity and fire are in “‘ A Footnote to the War Books ”’ 

in it, he puts Mr. Winston Churchill in his place simply by quoting 
him alongside Mr. C. E. Montagu. It is not just that Mr. Montagu’s 
writing is better, though, of course, it infinitely is); it is that Mr. Tomlinson 
is vividly aware of the nature of art, and what he finely says about it 
may well stand as a description of the effect of his own work. “ We 
are, for some reason, aware of an unusual revelation. There is, we 
will say, unexpected ‘light. There is no noise about light, and it is 


still. Weare aware of what had been hidden from us. Light 

simply is.” F. 

The Firm of Cadbury, 1831-1931, by Iolo A. Williams. (Constable, 
10s. 6d.) 


IN 1824 John Cadbury opened a shop as a tea dealer and coffee 
roaster at Bull Street, Birmingham. He sold chocolate and cocoa, 
but it was not until 1831 that their manufacture was actually begun. 
This book, therefore, marks the centenary of the firm. ‘The Cadburys,

who were a Devonshire family, became Quakers early in the eighteenth 
century, and this, perhaps, is the factor which has operated in creating 
their especial attitude of mind. Such an attitude is emphasised by 
the record of John Cadbury, who, in 1832, was one of the two men 
who volunteered to attend the funeral of a man who had died of the 
dreaded Asiatic cholera. Bearers could only be found for liberal pay 
and they must have permission to smoke, the clergyman who volun- 
teered to officiate insisted on reading the service as the cortex 
passed through the streets in order to shorten the time during which 
he would be exposed to infection. Then we hear of R. T. Cadbury 
born at the end of the eighteenth century, who had an interest 
““somewhat unusual for the time, in the prevention of cruelty to 
animals.’’ Another activity in the middle of the nineteenth century 
was the assistance given by the sale of a special cocoa to a projec’ 
known as the Model Parish Mission, a housing experiment in which migh' 
be discerned the germ of what Bournville is to-day. The firm was a 
that time organising half-holidays in the country for its girl em- 
ployees, an even more remarkable thing than the fact that nowaday 

boys and girls entering the factories at Bournville are expected 1 

learn to swim. About 1852 the firm fell into a bad way and seeme 

likely to come to an end, but the work of Richard and George Cadbur 

saved the situation and paved the way for the splendid organisation— 

perhaps the most perfect factory, carried on with the most perfec 
consideration for the human agents by which its work is performec 
that the world has known. In the early days of Bournville, as there 
was no proper shelter on the station, Mr. Richard Cadbury used to 
stand there on rainy nights and blow a whistle when the train approached 
so that the girls and women did not have to wait «bout in the rain. 
It is by such human touches as that, as well as by an inspiring account 
of commercial success, that Mr. Williams has made his book the fascinat- 
ing record that it is. It leaves one with a sense of pride and an admira- 
tion for the wisdom of a family which has realised that a trade or 
business becomes something infinitely more valuable to all concerned 
than a mere money-making affair when the human relationship between 
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different classes employed is maintained. There are touches of humour 
in the book, too. One feels that Mr. George Cadbury himself must 
have seen the jest of a description which he gave of the cocoa of the 
middle of last century, it was one-fifth cocoa, the rest potato starch, 
sago, flour and treacle—‘‘ a comforting gruel.” 








Green Memory, by M. Barnard Eldershaw. (Harrap, 7s. 6d.) 

IF this book has not the scope, the epic quality, of “‘ A House is Built,” 
the novel with which two young Australian authors justly made their 
pseudonym famous, it is a very good piece of work, and a fine study 
of character. The principal character is Lucy, daughter of a Govern- 
ment official in Sydney in the ’sixties. When her father commits 
suicide to escape disgrace Lucy takes hold of the family and runs it 
—with a hard, driving pride and ambition that nearly runs them all 
into disaster. She resents pity as she scorns compromise. The family, 
somehow, has got to make good and justify their father’s ambitions, 
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and she is going to make them do it—at the cost of friendship and 
happiness and even common comfort. She is as ready to sacrifice 
her own happiness to her ambition as she is determined to keep her 
family up to the mark. And she nearly does throw away her own 
chance of love and happiness before she realises that her ambition 
has over-reached itself and made only misery for those who would 
have been content merely to make the best of things. Lucy is a wonder- 
ful piece of character drawing. That one is as sorry for her as for her 
equally well drawn family is the measure of the author’s success.

A THRILLER WHICH THRILLS 


N the matter of “ Payment Deferred,” the new play at 
the St. James’s Theatre, adapted by Jeffrey Dell from 
the novel of C. S. Forester, William Marble, a middle- 
aged bank-clerk, owed £87, his creditors being the butcher, 
the baker and the grocer at the corner, the : mount of 

whose bill was swollen by sundry bottles of that Scotch spirit 
which was Marble’s only source of resolution. Alas, no more 
whisky was forthcoming! In addition, Marble was in debt 
to his fellow-clerks, the rent was over-due, rates were probably 
in arrear (they always are !), and even in the matter of that 
£87 he had probably left out something. All in, as the phrase 
goes, it is probable that Marble’s debts were not a penny less 
than £200, an enormous sum to a man whose income is only 
£300. Further, it was the 3rd of the month, and Marble had 
a wife and child to support for another twenty-eight days before 
his next dollop of salary. 1 am reminded here that years ago 
Punch held up to well bred contumely some coroner’s remark 
that “‘as the sum of sevenpence-halfpenny was found on the 
body, no reason could be assigned for the rash act.” In this 
case the coroner saw more clearly than Punch. ‘To the man 
habitually possessed of nothing, sevenpence-halfpenny is a 
fortune. To the man possessed of an income of £300, 
indebtedness to the amount of £200 means that black disaster 
and irretrievable ruin stare him in the face. 

Now, take Marble’s case. To be free from debt in a 
year Marble had to keep himself, wife and child on just over 
£8 a month, which simply couldn’t be done, even presuming 
his creditors would give him twelve months to pay in, which 
they wouldn’t. To all intents and purposes Marble might 
just as well have owed {£2,000 as £200. Bankruptcy stared 
him in the face, and with that the loss of his job. At the 
moment he was afraid of the broker’s men, and perhaps the 
only weakness in this photographic play is that Marble should 
have been unaware that these unwelcome gentry cannot make 
entry after sundown. Actually he did not know this and stood 
trembling with his wife’s hand in his when their daughter, 
Winnie, went to open the door the knock at which had sent 
Marble’s heart into Marble’s mouth. The visitor turned out 
to be a distant nephew from Australia, who upon landing had 
taxi’d from Euston to Dulwich in the fog. He was possessed, 
as Marble soon became aware, of a thick wad of notes, and 
careful questioning elicited that he had neither kith nor kin, 
nor anybody likely to make enquiry after him. Now, Jim 
Medland, though his existence in this play is so brief that his 
name hardly seems to matter, possessed money, and at the 
fact that he was not a man of straw Marble clutched with the 
proverbial eagerness of the drowning. But there was, alas, 
“nothing doing.” Not only did Medland refuse to lend Marble 
£100 “till the end of the month ”—a lovely touch this !— 
but he would have nothing to do with a scheme of speculation 
in francs which would make him and Marble a rich man. This 
obduracy sealed the young fellow’s fate. Marble, despatching 
his wife and child to bed, gave his guest his remainder drops 
of whisky fortified with cyanide normally used in connection 
with his studies in amateur photography, and proceeded to 
dispose of the body by burying it in that back garden from 
which he was never again to be able to avert his eyes. It is 
not my purpose to tell in detail the rest of this grim and enthral- 
ling story. Sufficient to say that Marble turns the wad of 
notes into a fortune, that he seeks and occasionally finds 
forgetfulness in a sordid love affair with a harpy calling herself 
a French dressmaker by whom he is finally blackmailed, that 
there are moments of real pathos in his comforting by his wife, 
who commits suicide on discovering that she has_ been 
deceived on the lesser count, and that it is in the matter 


of her death of which he 
overtakes him. 

This, then, is the tale of a shabby, tawdry little murderer, 
not naturally evil and from birth dedicate to Madame Tussaud’s, 
not overcome by sudden cupidity, but acting out of panic, 
the anxiety to keep a home together, and that agony for the 
future which people in some other classes can never know. 
Let not those who live in marble halls throw a first or last stone 
at Marble! Mr. Charles Laughton plays the bank-clerk, 
and it is a reasonable objection that bank-clerks, at least in 
London, have more polish and savoir-faire than this uncouth 
provincial who might be a foreman in a factory. But one 
cannot have everything, and I know no actor capable of looking 
sleek, insignificant and meanly dapper who could make the 
seated heart knock at the ribs so horribly. Mr. Laughton 
takes us through all the stages of Marble’s despair, so that we 
understand the frenzy with which he accepts the embraces 
of the odious Madame Collins, for these mean oblivion and 
surcease of torment. 

Regarded as a thriller, ““ Payment Deferred ” easily takes 
its place at the head of the class. The normal crime-play 
with its silly butlers, demented native servants, irrational villains 
and foolish, unnecessary corpses merely results in yawns; Mr. 
Laughton sees to it that if our mouths are open at all, it is in 
the pure, round O of horror. Playgoers of an older generation 
used to recall a French “ drame ” about a ruined gambler who 
had committed a murder. The initial use to which he put his 
victim’s gold was to buy a loaf, the first slice of which he cut 
off with the words ‘“‘ Pour ma famille.” Old playgoers were 
wont to weary their hearers with the tale of Lemaitre’s pathos 
when he said this. A critic of the period enlarges upon the 
effect Lemaitre used to obtain at the gambler’s reply to the 
question as to how he came by the gold. “ Je l’ai trouvé!” 
the great French actor would say simply, “ and at the words 
it was as though an abyss had opened before our feet.”’ This, 
I think, may fairly be described as the standard at which melo- 
dramatic actors should aim. ‘Three times in the new play Mr. 
Laughton achieves an effect which only an actor of the calibre 
of a Lemaitre could attempt. The first time is when Marble 
returns home from the bank in the evening after the murder. 
He is a grotesque, Pett Ridgean figure, with his absurd bowler 
and umbrella. But in that sagging body we read the quaking 
mind, and we realise the awfulness of the day that is past, 
the sickeningly slow flight of the hours and the thud at the heart 
when in the person of each and every one of the Bank’s customers 
Marble has seen detection and the fiends. The second time 
when Mr. Laughton rises to the greatest height of which a 
melodramatic actor is capable is when his wife has declared 
her belief in him and put aside suspicion as to his faithfulness. 
She goes to bed and Marble sinks down by the parlour door 
in an agony of weeping. Here Laughton gives us not the tears 
of sentiment which cause those of an audience to flow easily 
and pleasurably, but that physical crying which goes deeper 
than the heart and hurts the stomach-muscles. Third time is 
when the doctor tells Marble that his wife is dead and Marble 
cries ““ How can she be!” If this is not fine acting, then let 
me give up the play, retire to the country and watch somebody 
else keep a farm and carters. It has been said that Mr. Laughton 
over-acts. My answer to that is two-fold. First, that the place 
in which to see a murderer under-act is not the theatre, but the 
Old Bailey. Second, that the devotees of so-called restraint 
are never satisfied. 1 remember an austere critic who said of 
somebody’s Macbeth—I think Bourchier’s—that ‘“ murder is 
not as important as all that came to.” Mr. Laughton restores 
murder to its rightful place, the headship of the horrific river, 


is innocent that Nemesis at last 
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and incidentally creates a new character. Miss Louise Hampton 
gives a lovely portrait of the wife without, however, creating 
a character that we have not seen before; Miss Jeanne de 
Casalis makes a credibly odious Madame Collins ; and in the 
smallest possible voice I shall say that Miss Elsa Lanchester’s 
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presentation of Winnie is very nearly the best thing of 
the evening. But why be nice about precedence when all 
are so good? I prefer to return thanks for a play which 
is about something performed by players unscared by 
gentility.

DOGS OF GREAT WISDOM 


OREIGN dogs have reached us in various ways. 
Travellers have seen them, become interested, and brought 
home specimens. The movements of the Navy and Army 
have, in some cases, been responsible for enriching our 
domestic breeds. Common belief has it that pointers 

were introduced by officers returning after the Peace of Utrecht 
in 1713, and in later times the first Pekingese were discovered 
when the allied forces occupied the Summer Palace in 1860. 
More recently still, soldiers, sailors and airmen united after the 
Great War in an effort to further the popularity of Alsatians, 
whose work with the French and German armies had shown 
our men how clever they were. Brigadier-General F. F. Lance 
and others serving in the East, becoming enamoured of Salukis, 
reinforced the Hon. Florence Amherst in her endeavours to 
acclimatise these interesting dogs. Newfoundlands, no doubt, 
and Labradors owe their presence here to the cod fisheries off 
their native land. It is possible, too, that in the transaction 
Europe was having returned to her one of her own breeds, trans- 
formed somewhat by its environment in the New World. 

The idea is not altogether fantastic. "Those who studied 
carefully the handsome Pyrenean Mountain dogs exhibited by 
Lady Sybil Grant could not fail to notice certain similarities in 
gait and build between them and Newfoundlands, and, knowing 
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that Europeans who visited the island in the early seventeenth 
century saw no dogs there, it does not seem to me improbable 
that Spanish or Portuguese fishermen may have taken Pyreneans 
with them. In a picture of Henry Sidney at Penshurst Place, 
painted by Sir Peter Lely, is a dog that is said to be a white and 
black Newfoundland. Not having seen the painting myself, I 
cannot express a personal opinion, but, should the surmise be 
correct, we are left wondering if dogs of this marking belonged 
to Europe before they were discovered in Newfoundland. That 
I have never seen anything but lemon or brindle patches on 
Pyreneans is no evidence that they were not black at one time. 

Whatever the truth of this speculation may be, we are aware 
that in the eighteenth century the dogs were fairly common in 
Great Britain, and that their derivation was ascribed to New- 
foundland. Burns gives currency to the belief in his poem 
“The Twa Dogs” 1786: 


The first I’ll name, they ca’d him Ceasar, 
Was keepit for his Honour’s pleasure ; 
His hair, his size, his mouth, his lugs, 
Shew’d he was nane of Scotland’s dogs ; 
But whalpit some place far abroad, 
Where sailors gang to fish for cod. 
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Scott placed them in Scotland a few years earlier still, as 
he mentions them in “ Redgauntlet,’”’ the incidents in which 
occurred soon after °45. [here Darsie Latimer tells how he 
was greeted by two large Newfoundland dogs. As supper was 
being laid in the house in which he was entertained, ‘‘ the two 
large water dogs, who perfectly seemed to understand the nature 
of the preparations, seated themselves one on each side of the 
table, to be ready to receive their portion of the entertain- 
ment. I never saw finer animals, or which seemed to be more 
influenced by a sense of decorum, except that they slobbered a 
little as the rich scent from the chimney was wafted past their 
noses.” 

That these imposing dogs made an impression by their 
good sense and prowess in the water may be inferred from an 
amusing dialogue in Noctes Ambrosiane. As 'Tickler and the 
Ettrick Shepherd were indulging in a long swim they had to invoke 
the help of Bronte, the Newfoundland, who accompanied them. 
‘“* Bronte, my boy, you swim strong as a rhinoceros,”’ said Tickler. 
“He can do anything but speak,” panted the Shepherd. ‘‘ Why, 
I think, James, he speaks uncommonly well. Few of our Scotch 
members speak better. He might lead the Opposition,’ was 
the reply. The Shepherd admitted that ‘“‘ I hae never been able 
to persuade my heart and my understandin that dowgs haena 
immortal sowls. See how he steers himself, first a wee towarts 
me, and then a wee towarts you, wi’ his tail like a rudder. His 
sowl maun be immortal.” Tickler confessed that he would 
be happy to meet Bronte in any future society. 
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In Newfoundland the dogs were almost as much at home 
in the sea as on land, and they were also used for drawing carts. 
We have only to look at their sturdy frames, powerful legs and 
quarters and enormous girth of chest to realise how well they 
are adapted to either purpose. They are, further, clad in thick 
coats that enable them to endure the cold. ‘The head and expres- 
sion are indicative of the sagacity for which they have always 
been famous. Landseer did much to popularise the breed, 
engravings of his painting ‘‘ A Distinguished Member of the 
Humane Society’ finding a place in innumerable homes. He 
eems to have had a particular liking for the white-and-black 
‘olour, possibly because it lent itself more effectively to pictorial 
reatment. In an illustration to ‘‘ The Twa Dogs,” painted in 
882 from a living model, he gives a white Newfoundland with 
1othing but dark patches around the ears and on the rump 
ind tail. 

It is not surprising that after the introduction of shows 
xhibitors should have addressed themselves to the task of 
mproving the breed. I think it will be agreed that, on the 
vhole, their work has been done with discretion, for they have 
nanaged to avoid the exaggerations that have crept into many 
thers. The modern Newfoundland is symmetrical, well pro- 
ortioned, and has a head that fits his body, it being neither 
00 massive nor too small. The legs exhibit great bone, and 
re not too long. The ribs are capacious and well rounded, 
nd altogether we have a most attractive animal. For some 
ears blacks have predominated, though the others are very 
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pleasing in appearance. Our illustrations to-day are taken trom 
the kennels of Mr. E. H. Lane, Hill House, Crowhurst, who 
writes most enthusiastically about them. He asks, ‘‘ where can 
you name a breed more noble in appearance or more gracious 
of movement ?”’ 

Although he has only been exhibiting for the last four years, 
he owned a dog many years ago that was not altogether pure- 
bred, but in which the Newfoundland character was dominant. 
How much he had reason to like this dog may be explained in 
his own words: ‘“ At the time I was suffering from a long 
illness which necessitated my remaining in a spinal carriage. 
As I was delicate, and sun and open air were of great 
importance, I was, during the early part of the day, to be 
found in the front garden, weather permitting. The dog Gregor 
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would always be there. Ordinarily he was 
a friendly creature, yet at such times, except 
for members of the family, he would allow 
no one to enter the garden, not even those 
whom he knew sufficiently well to be perfectly 
friendly with in other circumstances. At 
intervals, having been under a very serious 
operation, I had to be taken by carriage to 
see a specialist. One day it was decided 
that I should have to go into a hospital for 
a further operation. Up till then Gregor had 
regarded the coachman, who used to assist 
in carrying me to the carriage, as a friend, 
but he changed after they kept me. At the 
end of some months I returned home, and 
having to see the specialist, the carriage and 
coachman were called upon. The first time 
I was carried to the carriage and the man 
had actually taken his seat on the box, Gregor 
broke loose. He cleared the railings and 
sprang on to the box, attacking the poor 
coachman. Clearly, he remembered that on 
the last occasion the man had failed to bring 
his trust safely back 

“But perhaps the most remarkable 
characteristic was his habit of going long 
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distances to visit friends. He frequently 
went over two and a half miles through 
London streets to call on some relatives of 
my family of whom he was fond. In order 
to have a swim he often visited the River 
Lee, some three miles away. Not long 
before we had to have him put peacefully 
asleep he figured publicly in an inquest. 
My father had taken him for a walk by 
Connaught Waters on a Christmas morning. 
Although the temperature was low, Gregor 
persisted in taking a swim. When a little 
way out he was seen to be much concerned. 
He was called to land, but insisted on return- 
ing. This went on for about an_ hour, 
when he dived and brought up a body, 
which he got to shore with difficulty. It 
proved to be that of a woman who had been 
missing a fortnight.” 

The celebrity of the kennel now is 
Ch. Gannel Echo, who is a_ wonderful 
water dog, being able to swim in _ heavy 
seas. He enjoys it most when the water 
is too rough for bathing to be allowed. 
His speed is astonishing. Last summer 
when some members of a swimming club 
were practising at Bexhill one tried to 
keep pace with him. He succeeded for a 
short distance, but confessed that he would 
have been exhausted quickly, while the dog 
was swimming at his normal pace, which 
he could continue for hours on end.

CHESTER CUP and JUBILEE HANDICAP 


POPULAR HORSES WIN BOTH EVENTS.

THE FINISH OF 


HESTER racecourse is laid out in a saucer-like hollow. 

As you look down on it you wonder that horses can ever 

settle down to racing. Always they must be getting 

ready for the next turn. No sooner are they on the bit 

of back stretch than they are bending again round the 

long turn which leads to the short straight run in. If you have a 

horse clever, active and willing enough to submit to these condi- 

tions, you have a fine chance of winning at Chester. I saw Papyrus 

win the Chester Vase there in 1923, and after he had done so his 

trainer, Basil Jarvis, said he was satisfied the horse would act on 
the Tattenham Corner turn at Epsom and win the Derby. 

We will agree that the idiosyncrasies of the course have not 
prevented many good horses from winning there. ‘They may have 
been the reason of many others being licked ; indeed, I am certain 
of it. Brown Jack, to be sure, is a good horse, and a very gallant 
one, too. When he won the Chester Cup last week he was not 
bothered by long turns, short galloping stretches, and a long gallop 
of two and a quarter miles. Nature had adapted him for the 
course, and his keenness and courage and indomitable grit enabled 
him to improve on Nature. 

I have only two impressions of the race, and they concern 
Trimdon and Brown Jack. One was of Trimdon being last of 
the lot as they went past the Stands for the first time. ‘Then he 
would improve in the brief strips of straight, but steady himself 
on the turns, and always he appeared to be travelling on the outside. 
Still, one expected him to win, and when, making the last turn, 
he was driven to the front next the rails, I thought he would 
surely justify himself. 

It was only then that one realised the proximity of Brown Jack 
and how he must have been tracking him at the last bend. They 
had no sooner headed for home than Beary asked Brown Jack 
to goonwithit. For afew strides Trimdon resisted the challenger, 
but he was up against a great stayer, and it was stamina which 
rightly prevailed in this two and a quarter mile race. Brown 
Jack won by a length. A moderate third was Mr. R. J. Hughes’ 
Fireaway. 

Once again, therefore, congratulations have to be handed 
out—to Sir Harold Wernher that he should have the great good 
luck to own such a public favourite ;} to Ivor Anthony, who has 
trained him so consistently well ; to!Michael Beary for his able 
jockeyship ; and sympathy to Steve Donoghue, who would have 
ridden Brown Jack but for being hurt in an accident at the starting 
post on the previous day. 

The Aga Khan’s Pickpocket is an example of a horse that 
could not properly act on this Chester course. I am sure it is 
the reason why he was second for and not winner of the Chester 
Vase. He was ridden by Fox, who, I thought, could not get on 
with him at all, probably for the reason stated. At the same 
time, I am satisfied that the winner, Sandwich, who carried the 
colours of Lord Rosebery, is an improving young horse. These 
three year olds were meeting at level weights. Lord Astor’s 
Birthday Book, carrying 5lb. more, was third. The winner is 
by Sansovino from Waffles, and is, therefore, half-brother of 
the 1925 Derby winner, Manna. Sent up to Doncaster as a 
yearling, he was bought by Lord Rosebery for 3,600 guineas. 

I doubt whether a really good two year old won at the 
meeting. It is not the place which would be chosen for the 
exploitation of a high-class youngster. But I would like to

mention Mr. Anthony de Rothschild’s very interesting double 
event on the concluding day when his Mangosteen won the Dee 
Stakes and Alight accounted for more fancied ones in the Great 
Cheshire Handicap. The Pen, who had been second for the 
City and Suburban, was badly away and had to put up with third 
place, though looked upon as a good thing in this company. 
However, this was Mr. Anthony de Rothschild’s day. 

Most sincerely do I congratulate the Dowager Lady Nunburn- 
holme on winning the Jubilee Handicap at Kempton Park last 
Saturday with her four year old Racedale, weighted at 8st. rlb., 
but carrying 8st. 3lb. because her jockey, Joe Childs, had to put 
up 2lb. overweight. Racedale won by a short head from Colonel 
Giles Loder’s Christopher Robin (8st. 2lb), while only half a 
length away in third place was Mrs. Carruthers’ Cat O’Nine 
Tails (7st. 4lb.). Among the “also ran’ horses were some 
notable winners. 

At the head of the handicap was Rustom Pasha with gst. 6lb. 
He won the Eclipse Stakes and the Champion Stakes last season. 
Before this race one of our foremost writers on racing justifiably 
said that he might be entitled to rank as the best horse in the 
country. ‘That is very much open to question now. Ut Majeur 
(gst.) was the winner of the last Cesarewitch as a three year old, 
and is being much talked about as a likely Gold Cup winner 
at Ascot. Diolite (8st. 13lb.) is a Two Thousand Guineas’ 
winner. ‘The MacNab (8st. 8lb.) won the Royal Hunt Cup 
last year. Lucky Tor (8st. 7lb.) won both the City and Suburban 
and Jubilee Handicap a year ago. Hot Bun won the Duke of 
York Handicap and the Liverpool Autumn Cup. You will 
see, therefore, what a “ hot ”’ lot they were that Racedale beat. 

As for Racedale’s credentials, surely they entitled him to 
be favourite, though not necessarily at the cramped odds of 
g to 4. For we saw him unluckily beaten a short head on this 
same course by Hot Bun for the Duke of York Handicap last 
autumn, beaten a head for the Cambridgeshire by The Pen, 
when again he was held to have been desperately unlucky, and 
so a victory was most deserved in his case. I rejoice, too, that 
it should have been gained in the colours of the veteran lady 
owner who bred the horse, and who has always taken previous 
reverses with such charming philosophy. 

Only those who witnessed last Saturday’s race can have 
any conception of the thrill of the finish. Christopher Robin 
looked certain to get home until a very few strides from the post. 
That horse was running gamely and giving all he could. Childs 
on Racedale rode the race of his life, which is saying a lot of this 
great finisher. ‘To him, as well as to the gameness of the horse, 
is due the victory, but it was chiefly to the jockey. 

I expected the Aga Khan’s two runners to do better. Perhaps 
Ut Majeur can be excused on the ground that he must have a 
longer course to bring out the best in him. So much is only 
what is due from a Cesarewitch winner. I am satisfied he will 
do better. Rustom Pasha may have had too much to do, but, 
judging from his appearance and his way of running, I feel sure 
he has not struck anything like his form yet. Diolite wants 
a shorter course, and I should say the same is true of The 
MacNab, although when he won the Chesterfield Cup at Good- 
wood last year he had to race over a mile and a quarter. It 
might pay not to overlook him for the Royal Hunt Cup once 
again.

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CORRESPONDENCE 
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LAND VALUATION BILL. 
To THE EpITor. 
Sir,—Mr. Snowden proposes to exempt 


agricultural land from taxation ‘‘so long as 
it has no higher value than its value for agri- 
cultural purposes. 

This is grossly unfair to the owner farmer, 
whose land adjoins a large and growing town, 
or one through whose land a new road is laid 
down. The land so situated would naturally 
be worth more as building sites, but is certainly 
not worth any more to the owner farmer who 
wishes to continue to farm it, yet he will be 
expected to pay tax on a building site value, 
even though he does not wish to sell it for 
building upon. 

This additional burden on agriculture 
will throw thousands of acres out of cultivation, 
and I trust that the Conservative Party will 
do all in their power to get this clause amended 
to (say) the following : 

“* Acricultural land to be exempt from 
taxation for so long as it is under cultive- 
tion.”’ 

This would szfeguard the owner farmer 
who wishes to continue to farm his land, as 
the tax would only apply if the land were no 
longer cultivated. The above applies equally 
to the tenant farme.’, as, no doub‘, if increased 
taxation is imposed on the landlord, it will 
either be passed on to the tenant in the form 
of increased rent, or the owner will sell the land 
for building—F. SPENCER MUNT.

ber 1st, 1916; and the fourth, seen in Devon- 
shire on December 23rd, 1913. The fifth was 
seen in Ireland in County Down on Novem- 
ber 26th, 1900. On December 26th in either 
the year 1897 or 1898, one was seen in Cheshire, 
the observer shooting it and sending it to the 
Natural History Museum, where it was identified 
as a bird of the year. 

All records of birds merely heard calling 
are ignored for very obvious reasons. 

As Mr. Scholey states, these are probably 
damaged birds which, not being able to migrate, 
have no other choice but to winter with us, 
and by the dates it looks as if none of these 
survive after the New Year.—H. W. RoBInson.

in Ontario. It shows two beavers which were 
taken from their house, when very young, by < 
squaw, the wife of a white trapper who had 
a large family of children. 

The little animals were adopted by them 
as pets, and became almost part of the family. 
They would sit up to table, and sleep on the 
beds ; and when the biggest girl told them to 
kiss her, they would put up their faces and 
rub hers affectionately. 

Most interesting, perhaps, was their wash- 
day performance. Each week, when the tubs 
were brought out and filled, they set to work 
with great industry to build a dam around 
one. For this purpose they used anything that 
they could find in the house—mainly sticks 
of stove-wood, but with the addition of hair 
brushes, moccasins and anything else that was 
lying around. 

After they grew big they went back to 
their native haunts, but they were unusual 
and interesting pets. 

The Indians say that it is possible to tell 
how severe the winter will be from the quantity 
of food which the beavers put down by their 
houses in the fall. They cut enough aspen 
trees to feed the whole family, from the bark, 
all winter, and they store them under the water 
close to their homes.—FLORENCE GIBSON. 


“A YORKSHIRE NUTHATCH.’’

51R,—It is with great interest that I read the 
iccount your correspondent, Mrs. Pease, gives 
if the appearance of the nuthatch in the north 
f Yorkshire. 

John Hancock, in his Catalogue of the 
3irds of Northumberland and Durham, compiled 
n 1874, says: ‘I know of no instance of the 
ccurrence of this bird in Northumberland. 
“hirty or forty years ago it bred regularly 
n the Bishop’s Park at Bishop Auckland, but 
t is no longer to be found there. It is now 
rare casual visitant.’’ Bishop Auckland is not 
ir from Richmond. 

Thorburn mentions that. the nuthatch 
ecomes scarcer as one goes northwards. 


COUNTRY LIFE. 


As I lived all my life till the last three 
years in Northumberland, where I never saw 
the nuthatch, it has been a great pleasure to 
me to observe the habits of this bird here 
(Somerset), where it is fairly common. Bewick 
tells us that it is shy and retiring, chiefly found 
in woods; but, though its movements are 
somewhat furtive, it seems to me that it is 
rather bold. It will come quite near to human 
beings for food. 

Unlike your correspondent, I find the 
nuthatch likes peanuts. I have seen it fix one 
in the mouth of < mask on a stone vase in order 
to pick out the kernel more easily.—ETHEL

S1r,—I was much interested to read the letter 
on nuthatches in Country Lire of April 11th, 
and would like to mention our observations 
of them here (Wellington, Berks). 

We have heard them 
for nearly five years, 
but not seen any until 
the middle of February, 
when a pair paid daily 
and frequent visits to 
the bird-table outside 
the lounge window. 
The visits lasted for a 
week, and we have not 
seen them again, only 
heard them as before, 
opposite. Though we 
moved about and they 
knew they were being 
watched, they were not 
at all timid and did not 
disturb the other birds 
on the table. When 
their meal was finished 
on the table stores were 
taken to the trees oppo- 
site— bread, fat, cold 
porridge, etc. 

We very often have 
the spotted woodpeckers 
on the table, and during 
the 1929 frosts they came 
to the window sill for 
the coconuts ; and the 
next year a young one 
was brought up to within 
30ft. of the kitchen win- 
dow, where pieces were

A NEW USE FOR STAINLESS STEEL.

The bit-makers 
or loriners of Walsall have a 
traditional history. After a period 
of depression the trade has been 
set going again by the adoption 
of the new ‘“ Semprax”’ stain- 
less steel, which is sufficiently 
ductile to be hand forged and 
finished into horse furniture. 
The town of Walsall has recently 
presented the Earl of Harewood 
and Her Royal Highness Princess 
Mary with double bridles, stirrups 
and hunting spurs forged by 
Messrs. A. S. Smith’s  crafts- 
men in the new steel. Princess 
Mary has accepted the single 
stirrup, single short spur and 
double bridle which make her 
side-saddle outfit; while Lord 
Harewood’s gift is the normal 
hunting gear. 

It is hoped by all Walsall 
that hunting people will adopt 
the new fashion and so help to 
stimulate trade, while all grooms 
hope that it will be adopted, for 
the very natural reason that it 
abolishes infinite labour in 
cleaning at the end of a hunt- 
ing day.

A PRESENT FROM WALSALL 
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FABRICS IN FURNISHING 


URNITURE and fabrics have an 
obvious right relation to one 
another, whether the manner 
of furnishing be in some bygone 
style or starkly of our own day. 

Success in any case depends on personal 
taste and knowledge. Some people have 
almost an intuitive sense in this matter. 
They are able to visualise the sort of 
material that will look right, and so 
when confronted with the wealth of 
different fabrics that are available to-day 
they experience little difficulty in making 
a choice. 

Such a nice feeling for the right 
texture, as well as the right type of 
design and appropriate colour scheme, in 
choosing fabrics for rooms where period 
furniture or decorations call for a sympa- 
thetic response, is essential to a happy 
solution of the problem. 

Dark oak panelling, Jacobean fur- 
niture, brass ornaments, and blue and 
white Delft demand richer colour and 
more robust patterns and materials than 
later styles of more refinement in form 
and colour. Velvet, especially cut or 
stamped velvets, and reproductions of 
old needlework or tapestry in bold 
colourings, will not be too self-assertive 
in an oak-lined study where the leaded

or chair covers. ‘These may have a 
floral pattern on some _natural-tinted 
ground or, better still, of indigo blue 
with an “ all-over” pattern in creamy- 
white. No one would put a_ cubist 
design on a Louis XV chair, and con- 
versely a cretonne in the William Morris 
tradition may look entirely out of place 
among the furnishings of decorators 
determined to “ give the vegetable king- 
dom a rest.” 

In room decoration, fabrics have as 
much relation to the background against 
which they are set as they have to the 
individual pieces of furniture they may 
embellish. In the bedroom one is more 
than ordinarily grateful for the plain 
wall surfaces that are now favoured. 
Restful surroundings have a very marked 
influence on the state of mind even of 
those who are not consciously interested 
in the appearance of the rooms they 
occupy. And this restfulness need not 
connote dullness, or even insipidity, if 
full advantage is taken of the possibilities 
of cretonne in hangings, chair covers and 
bedspread, to supply the colour and 
pattern which the plain papered or 
distempered room would otherwise lack. 
Pattern on the wall, however good, 
becomes wearisome at some time or 
other, especially if the briefest illness 
confines us for a number of waking 
hours to one room; but the pattern 
of hangings and chair covers, unlike a 
wallpaper design, is subject to constant 
changes. For instance, the opening or 
pulling together of curtains alters not 
only the design, but also the colour of 
their material ; while chairs are seen in 
different lights and at different angles, so 
that their pattern never looks twice alike. 

For the cleanliness, freshness of 
appearance and simplicity of making 
demanded in the average home, no 
fabric can compete with those materials 
of linen or cotton, printed by hand or 
by machine, which are loosely embraced 
by the word “ cretonne.” The more 
specialised variety, called “ glazed chintz,”’ 
with its glossy surface and finer weave, 
is especially well favoured.

THE NEW 


ITH the completion of the new Dorchester Hotel 
the transformation of Park Lane has been carried 
a stage farther. Two giants now rear themselves 
up above the trees on the east side of Hyde Park, 
and it can only be a matter of a few years before the 
towering cliffs extend in a continuous line northwards to the 
Marble Arch. The change is the inevitable result of commercial 
and economic conditions which are the outcome of our altering 
mode of life, but, like all changes, they are at first only accepted 
reluctantly and with some natural feelings of regret for the past. 
Eighteen months ago Dorchester House, the great Italian Renais- 
sance mansion which Lewis Vulliamy built for Mr. R. S. Holford, 
was still standng, though forlorn and empty—a victim whose 
sentence, afterimore than one unsuccessful appeal, had at last 
been confirmed. Within that short space of time the familiar 
landmark has 
completely dis- 
appeared, and on 
its site has arisen a 
palatial building 
which for many 
years to come 
must retain un- 
challenged its 
claim to speak the 
last word in the 
designing, plan- 
ning and organisa- 
tion of a modern 
luxury hotel. 
When the 
magnitude of the 
enterprise is taken 
into consideration, 
the speed with 
which it has been 
carried out seems 
nothing short of 
miraculous, and 
the achievement is 
all the more re- 
markable in that 
a complete stop- 
page at one period 
made it appear 
impossible 
for the building 
to be finished 
by the specified 
date.

the entire work was completed a few days early, and the hotel was 
opened, as advertised, in the middle of April. 

The form of the building has been conditioned by the nature 
ofits construction. Reinforced concrete has been used throughout, 
so that the building has been cast solid instead of being put together 
in the usual way out of a network of steel girders. This fact has 
been taken into consideration by Mr. Curtis Green, the architect 
responsible for the design of the elevations, and finds expression 
in the well defined masses, clear-cut profiles and clean flat surfaces. 
Severe in its general outline, the building is relieved by the wide 
curve of the Park Lane front, held taut, as it were, between the 
massive blocks to north and south. In its main lines there is a 
predominating verticality of effect, which, however, is countered 
and held in check by the horizontal base and skyline and the 
sharply defined shadows cast by the balconies which run across 
the wide recesses. 

The methods 
of construction are 
interesting enough 
to merit descrip- 
tion in some detail. 
The whole project, 
originally con- 
ceived by Sir 
Owen Williams, 
was carried out 
and completed by 
Messrs. Considére, 
who took over 
from him the en- 
gineering side of 
the work after Mr.

being taken by the permanent facing materials which were 
placed in position first, instead of being subsequently applied. 
The exterior facing consists of terrazo slabs 30ins. by 11ins. and 
2ins. thick. The colour is pale yellow with a soft glaze, obtained 
by the use of finely pounded Botticino marble mixed with cream- 
coloured cement. For the inner facing cork slabs of similar 
dimensions have been employed, which have the practical advan- 
tage of deadening sound vibration, always a difficult problem in a 
building with the rigid structure that the use of concrete implies. 

A further interesting feature of the construction is the intro- 
duction of a concrete raft over the ground floor. This solid plat- 
form is supported on concrete legs set at regular intervals, which 
have determined the planning of the large dining-rooms, dance- 
halis and lounges. The building thus consists of two distinct 
structures, the lower portion, including basement and ground floor, 
which covers the entire site area of 68,000 sq. ft., and the narrower 
building set back within this area which contains the eight storeys 
above. The whole weight of this upper portion is carried on the 
raft, with the result that the bedrooms and suites could be planned 
without any necessity for regarding the position of the concrete 
piers below. In this way light wells have been completely elimi- 
nated and all the rooms have an outward-facing view. 

The main entrance, at the junction of Deanery Street and 
Park Lane, lies in the south block, which, on this side, is given a 
wide concave curve echoing that of the west front. A subsidiary 
ballroom entrance is provided at the other end of the building 
in Park Lane, and the interior planning is controlled by the position 
of these entrances, the vestibules of which are connected by a 
series of halls and lounges, forming one long vista. In the main 
vestibule are the office, enquiry desk, lifts, telephones, bookstall 
and travel bureau, and surrounding it runs a gallery on a mezzanine 
floor communicating with a lounge and bar overlooking the Park. 
From the vestibule one enters the inner hall leading to the lounge 
and eventually to the crush hall of the ballroom entrance. These 
rooms, in reality one, can be curtained off into four, columns in 
black and green marking the divisions between them. A delicate 
classical scheme, carried out in pale yellow and green, has been 
used for their decoration, Mr. Curtis Green having furnished 
the designs, as also those of the oval room and _ restaurant. 
The latter gives off directly from the lounge and overlooks Hyde 
Park. It is a large rectangular room, airy and spacious, with a 
flat apsidal end at the north serving as a recess for an orchestra.

Opposite the restaurant, on the other side of the lounge, is the 
large ballroom, cruciform in shape, which is capable of seating 
700 people. The walls are hung with oyster-coloured silk, and 
there are large mirrors executed in rose-tinted glass with black 
surrounds. At the far end is an orangery, designed as a sitting- 
out room, from which one can walk out into a small garden. 
The oval room on the north side of the ballroom can be used 
either for dances or banquets. It can be entered either from the 
main ballroom, the lounge or a special foyer of its own which 
communicates with the crush hall of the Park Lane entrance. 
As its name suggests, it is elliptical in plan with a shallow-domed 
ceiling covered with gold leaf. The entire lighting, by Allom 
Brothers, comes from four bowls placed in niches throwing up an 
indirect light on to the ceiling, which diffuses it softly through the 
room. On the other side of the ballroom, to the south, are the two 
grill-rooms, to the larger of which there is a separate entrance in 
Deanery Street. Their decoration, for which Mr. Curtis Green was 
not responsible, is scarcely a success, an attempt having been made 
to introduce a Spanish note, which is little in keeping with the 
other rooms. 

The whole planning of the ground floor portion of the hotel 
forms a triumph of ingenuity and originality. The variety in 
the shape and decoration of the rooms gives a delightful series 
of surprises as one passes from one to the other, and these effects 
have not been obtained at the expense of convenience in service. 
Three large service rooms, adjoining the ballroom, restaurant 
and grillroom, lead down directly to the kitchens in the floor below. 
This basement floor is a weird and wonderful place on which the 
whole organisation of the hotel depends. In addition to the 
kitchens, it contains a garage and, under the main entrance, a 
ladies’ gymnasium and Turkish baths. 

The eight bedroom floors are all planned on the same lines. 
The suites are arranged on the front overlooking Hyde Park, 
and at the south-west and north-west corners are Royal suites, 
each comprising an entrance hall, two sitting-rooms, several 
bedrooms and bathrooms. In their decoration a great variety 
of traditional schemes has been used and no cost has been spared 
in providing every ingenuity of comfort and service. One would 
have liked, however, to have seen rather bolder experiments more 
in harmony with the style of decoration as it is evolving to-day, 
and reflecting in the interior the modernity which the design and 
planning of the building vindicate so successfully. A.S.O.

BIBURY COURT. 


'T'HE sixteenth century inscription over the 
porch of Bibury Court is eloquent of 


the antiquity of the Gloucestershire seat : 
“Plead Thov my cause O Lord. By Ihon 
Coxwel: Ano Domeny 1590.” The pro- 


posed letting of Bibury Court, furnished, has 
lately been announced by Messrs. Knight, 
Frank and Rutley. Pope alluded to “ the 
pleasant prospect of Bibury ”’ while he stayed 
at Cirencester, and William Morris blazoned 
abroad its beauties when he lived at the not 
far off Kelmscott. Bibury is world famed for 
the loveliness of its dwellings and 
the serene charm of the landscape 
and the sporting qualities of the 
Colne, notable as a mayfly river. 
Most of Bibury Court was built by 
Sir Thomas Sackville in 1633, but 
the low left wing is Tudor. Early 
features now more highly prized 
than ever. have been uncovered 
and now reveal their prime harmony 
in the general scheme of the 
structure. In 1831 Bibury Court 
was sold to the grandfather of 
Lord Sherborne, who was the 
owner at the time of the special 
illustrated description that appeared 
in Country LIFE in September, 
1912, and the present letting is 
by order of Mr. Orme Clarke, 
who has gone abroad. 

MARSDEN MANOR. 
MARSDEN MANOR, a glory 

of the Cheltenham and 
Cirencester road, is a Cotswold 
manor house of _ characteristic 
beauty enlarged in recent years.

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Anne, with slight traces of Stuart influence 
and Classic predominant. The gardens :are 
notable for their balustrades and their vase 
and other ornaments.

is well known, for 
the more import- 


ant items have 
been described, 
illustrated and 


freely and gener- 
ously exhibited. 
As a collection it 
has a very personal 
quality, reflecting 
its owner’s liking 
for the rich fantasy 
of the English 
rococo period, as 
his porcelain con- 
centrates upon the 
Ming dynasty and 
the early years of - 
the Emperor 
K’ang-Hsi. 

But, though 
the furniture is 
mainly of the 
rococo period, when mahogany was almost the ‘“ universal 
timber,” there are two fine specimens of the earlier walnut 
period. A small bureau (Fig. 8), which is veneered with richly 
figured wood and rests upon a stand in which the legs are 
carved with lion masks and acanthus, is a finished and attractive 
piece of furniture. The writing-chair (Fig. 5), which has the 
usual continuous arms and back rail, is also notable for the finish 
of the long acanthus foliations carved upon the legs and sweeping 
downwards almost to the foot, with its ivory claws grasping a 
ball. The treatment of the front leg is more elaborate than that 
of the other three. The wide shoulder brackets finish in eagles’ 
heads. The rounded back rail is supported by three slender 
fluted columns and two pierced splats of baluster outline. Also 
of the early Georgian period are the settee, with its mahogany 
legs boldly carved with lion masks and extending in wide brackets 
carved with foliage ; and a pair of mahogany chairs with gilt 
enrichments, having the back designed as broad interlacing straps, 
and lion-paw feet. 

The greatest number of pieces belong to the rococo of the 
middle years of the eighteenth century, a style deriving from 
the rocaille, but retaining an English accent and vigour. The 
style was marked by the introduction of new types of furniture, 
such as the commode and the “ French” chair, and by the 
inventiveness in form and motif within the general principles

Novelty was an es- 
sential ingredient 
in fashionable de- 
sign, and a writer 
in 1747 tells us that 
“he who first hits 
upon any new 
whim is sure to 
make by the inven- 
tion before it 
becomes common 
in the trade, but he 
that must always 
wait for a new 
fashion till it comes 
from Paris, or is 
hit upon by his 
neighbour, is never 
likely to grow rich 
and eminent.” 
The fantastic 
element in the 
rococo is seen in 
the table with a 
scrolled tripod 
(Fig. 7), which is 
intricately pierced

Circa 1770. foliage, and with 
a helmeted mask 

at the junction of the three scrolled supports which are 
splayed at the foot. In the card table, which shows. this 


Anglo-French style at its most assured, the serpentined frieze 
is carved with slender foliage centring in a large shell; the 
curve of the leg is broken near the foot by the projecting tip 
of the acanthus leaf springing from the voluted foot. The 
top is bordered with rosettes and scrollwork. ‘There are some 
finished examples of what are termed “ French” chairs in the 
Director, with carved framework and stuffed back and seat. In 
the text of the Director it is stated that ‘‘ both the backs and seats 
must be covered with tapestry, or other sort of needlework.”’ 
In one type in this collection the back and seat rail are carved 
with light acanthus foliage, centring in a fluted shell on the back 
and in a cabochon on the seat rail. ‘The legs, which finish in 
a “ French” foot, are carved with foliage. In a second type 
carved detail is restricted to the arm supports, legs and seat rail, 
which is boldly curved and carved with acanthus scrolls centring 
in rococo detail. A pair of armchairs (Fig. 4) and six chairs of 
closely similar design exhibit an odd fancy of Robert Manwaring’s 
—undulating back uprights. ‘The legs differ in the two patterns, 
those of the single chairs being cabrioled, and those of the arm- 
chairs straight. Both straight and cabriole legs are figured 
as alternatives in the same design in Manwaring’s Cabinet and 
Chair Maker’s Real Friend and Companion (1765).

In the pattern books of the middle years of the eighteenth 
century there is evidence of the close attention bestowed on 
library tables of the open pedestal type. The pedestals were 
usually rectangular; in Mr. Hirsch’s table (Fig. 2) they are 
slightly shaped, with cabrioled consoles at the angles to emphasise 
their lines. ‘These consoles are richly carved with a large cabochon 
and acanthus foliage, and the moulding of the top is carved. 
The later phase of the style is seen in a commode which rests 
upon a stand carved with slender scrolls and a central shell, and 
supported by cabriole legs finishing in scroll feet—a graceful 
piece in which the rococo is refined and attenuated ; and also

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in a ‘‘ commode-table,”’ or chest of drawers (Fig. 1), supported on 
six legs incised with trelliswork in panels and having spreading 
brackets carved with shells and feet clasped by leaves. A settee 
of curvilinear form, which is illustrated in the Dictionary of 
Furniture, Vol. III, is an English translation of the French science 
of curvature. The fluent curves are “‘ considered so carefully that 
a sense of action is conveyed, almost suggesting actual movement. 
There are not six inches of the mouldings that run straight.’”’ The 
curves of the slender cabriole legs and of the back are followed 
by reversed gadrooning, centring in a shell in the back. 
Sideboard pedestals surmounted by vases or urns afforded an 
opportunity for accomplished classic design, the pedestals, which 
supplied some storage as cellarets or cupboards, being modelled

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upon Roman originals. The pedestal (Fig. 6) in 
Mr. Hirsch’s collection is triangular in plan, with 
canted corners which are mounted with goats’ heads 
in high relief, realistically modelled, from which 
hang short pendants of grapes and vine leaves. A 
festoon of husks is caught up by the goats’ heads 
and by a patera in the centre of two sides of the 
pedestal. The pedestal, with its enrichment of husk 
festoons and projecting animals’ heads, is in the full 
style of Robert Adam, but the octagonal vase which 
surmounts it is freer in style. Its centre is enriched 
with vertical fluting ; the cover, carved with alternate 
bands of foliage and threaded scales, finishes in a 
foliate boss. The lower part of the body is carved 
with upright leaves. The base, resting on three 
scrolled feet, is carved with acanthus and other 
foliate ornament. The boldly carvee swag of flowers

and foliage caught up on either side by a ram’s head 
is in effective contrast with the enrichments in lower 
relief. 

A pair of marquetried commodes were made for 
George, Prince of Wales (afterwards George IV) for 
Carlton House, the key having its bronze bow cast 
with the Prince of Wales’s plume, crown and motto. 
The young Prince, on reaching his eighteenth birth- 
day in August, 1780, had been given a small separate 
establishment in ‘‘ the Queen’s House in St. James 
Park,” and the Lord Chamberlain’s accounts record 
at once his early developed taste for fine furniture. 
In some cases it is noted in the Royal tradesmen’s 
account that the furniture was ‘“‘ made to a drawing 
chose by the Prince.’”” The commodes, which are 
semicircular in plan, have concave tambour fronts, 
which are overlaid with vertical strips of hare, rose 
and satin woods. The cupboard doors on either 
side are each decorated with a large two-handled

vase enclosed in a laurel wreath tied by ribbons. The style of these 
vases is reminiscent of a pair of semicircular commodes made by William 
Gates in 1781 for the Prince of Wales, ‘“‘ neatly engraved with urns, vases, 
flowers and other ornaments in woods of different colours.”’ The projecting 
pilasters are inlaid with a starred guilloche, the frieze with laurel festoons 
and paterz, and the top with rushes in satin and harewood relieved against 
a rosewood ground and bordered by a key pattern in satinwood. Small 
classic urns are inlaid in ovals at the head of the projecting pilasters, and the 
top is mounted with a reversed gadrooning in ormolu. ‘The short feet, 
carved with palm leaves, are gilt. This collection comes up for sale at 
Messrs. Christie’s on Wednesday, June roth.

HIS second exhibition of Muirhead Bone’s drawings 
at Messrs. Colnaghi’s galleries, which range in technique 
from the finest and most patient survey of a scene to 
its boldest summary, shows a remarkable record of 
Royal Spain and its oldest towns and villages from 
Oviedo in the north to Granada in the south. Always interested 
in structure, he has many fine drawings of medizval buildings, 
such as his ‘‘ Cathedral Apse, Avila,’ but perhaps the most 
interesting things in the exhibition are his fine drawings of an 
immense prospect in which the structure of the mountains and 
towns are patiently detailed, such as the “‘ Vega of Granada 
from Carmen de Cafiada”’ and the amazing detail of the “‘ Aque- 
duct, Segovia,” in which the massive structure carried across 
the drawing dwarfs the buildings and Easter crowds. Gothic

contrast with these finished drawings are the bold and dramatic 
renderings of Spanish landscape and Spanish cities seen under 
the unifying effect of storm or starlight. Among these landscapes 
are to be noted the fine “‘ Autumn Fires on the Estuary of San 
Vincente de la Barquera”’ and the brooding ‘‘ Storm in the 
Sierra Nevada”’ with its blue distance of serrated mountain 
range; and among the night scenes in cities, the Cathedral of 
Gerona by moonlight, Leon, Zamora, Santillana and Segovia 
at night. An effective sketch in black and red chalk on grey 
paper is the “‘ Penitents, Good Friday Night, Granada,’ and 
an example of the meaning and vitality of his small figures 
and groups is the ‘“‘ Subido de Santo Domingo at Gerona” 
reproduced above, also notable for the fine architectural detail. 


CHINESE POTTERY. 


In the recent sale by Messrs. Sotheby of the collection of 
Chinese pottery and porcelain formed by the late William Cleverley 
Alexander, £790 was paid for a Kuan Chiin plate, suffused with 
brilliant purple splashes on a blue ground, and having four spaced 
splashes on the rim; and {£600 for a rare Chiin Yao bowl of 
octagonal shape and lobed sides, which is covered with thick

lavender-blue glaze and decorated inside and out with brilliant 
purple splashes. These pieces date from the Sung dynasty. 


ITALIAN AND DUTCH MASTERS. 


A special feature of the exhibition now open at Messrs. 
Leger’s galleries in Old Bond Street is the portrait on a 
panel by Giovanni Bellini, a splendidly executed work, which 
is to be dated about 1500. The head of a young, grey-eyed 
man, wearing a black cap, is shown three-quarters to the left 
against a sky background. The painter’s signature, “‘ Johannes 
bellinus,” can be seen on the parapet. This hitherto unknown 
work of Bellini’s comes from the collection of an English family 
who inherited it from the historian Barthold Georg Niebuhr, 
who was resident Minister at Rome from 1816 to 1823. In 
this exhibition is one of the earliest known works of El Greco,

“Esau Selling His Birthright to Jacob,”’ in which, though the 
Venetian influence is still dominant, there are certain peculiarities 
of the painter’s very original talent, such as the elongated fingers. 
Of the remaining pictures, the most interesting are those of the 
Dutch school, including a portrait by that short-lived and experi- 
mental artist Carel Fabritius (1620-54). His sitter, a Dutchman 
in a black dress, is probably Lieven Willemsz Coppenol. The 
small finished head of Christ by Rembrandt (Fig. 2) came from 
the collection of B. Picart of Amsterdam (1737), by whom it 
was engraved. In the river landscape by Meindert Hobbema, 
which is signed, the scene, with the trees to the left, the level 
clouds partly suffused with light, the stream which reflects the 
sky, is rich in attractive detail and minute observation. Phillip 
de Koninck, the landscape painter, is represented by a picture of 
a girl at a window, signed and dated 1664 ; and there is a vigorous 
sketch by Rubens of ‘“‘ The Watering Place,” a painting in the 
Duke of Buccleuch’s collection. In a small and characteristic 
picture by Hubert Robert, signed and dated, there is an effective 
contrast between the shadowed masonry of the archway and the 
luminous sunlit view over a plain. Some other painters are 
represented by somewhat unusual subjects ; for instance, Aelbert 
Cuyp’s picture represents a cock and hen in a barn; and John 
Constable’s a family group, which is believed to be the Dysart 
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family. The English eighteenth century portrait painters are 
represented by a charming Hoppner, one of his early pictures, 
to be dated about 1784. The lighting of the head of the young 
woman who carried a child on her back is ingenious, and the 
design is reminiscent of Reynolds ‘ Pick-a-back,” which was 
exhibited at the Royal Academy in 1779. 5. me SS; 


FLEMISH TAPESTRIES. 

In a Continental collection of Flemish tapestries dating from 
the last years of the fifteenth and early sixteenth centuries, 
which comes up for sale at Messrs. Christie’s on June 11th, the 
two Brussels panels hold pride of place. In the smaller panel, 
which represents the Adoration of the Magi, with the Virgin and 
Child enthroned beneath a canopy, the richly dressed Magi and 
spectators are finely individualised ; before the central group 
one of the kings is kneeling, holding a crown in his left hand 
and with a gold cup placed on the steps beside him; on either 
side stand the two other kings, each holding a Gothic cup. ‘The 
canopy and the steps in front of it, and the costumes, are designed 
to represent patterned Italian velvets and other rich fabrics ; 
the narrow border is designed as jewelled. A similar but wider 
panel with additional figures is illustrated in the Gotische Bild- 
teppche aus Frankreich und Flandern. 'The second Brussels panel, 
which dates from about 1500, is of larger size, and depicts the 
Stem of Jesse (Fig. 3.) In the centre background, two figures draw 
aside the curtain from a shrine or ark—detail also found on a 
contemporary Brussels panel formerly at Bramshill. The upper 
part of this panel is divided by slender enriched columns which 
isolate figures which are not here completed. In the foreground 
are two rows of figures, Jesse kneeling before a book, David with 
his harp on the left-hand side, and Solomon and Belkis, Queen 
of Sheba, on the right. All the figures are represented in rich 
dresses, in which, by the treatment of the high lighting of some 
of the silks, the effect of gold thread is suggested. These Biblical 
and other allegorical figures have been interpreted as representing 
members of the family of Maximilian I and Ferdinand V of Spain. 

In this collection there are two interesting panels of Tournai 
manufacture, a Flemish centre in which much tapestry was made. 
Though dating from the early sixteenth century, they have the 
true characteristics of medieval work. The smaller panel is 
woven with a scene of some romance, with the chief characters 
labelled “le prince galio,” “le cardinal de gause’”’ and “le 
viateur,” who appear in scenes divided by a rich architectural

setting. In the foreground, “ le viateur ’’ and a lady plead before 
a king (Charlemagne ?) in a flowery garden. The border is 
woven with groups of foliage and fruit on a dark blue ground. 
This panel dates from about 1510. A little later in date is a 
Tournai panel woven with an allegorical subject in two distinct 
scenes. On the right is a crowned figure of Wisdom, seated 
on a throne and holding in her lap an orb 
divided into three continents; Divine 
Power, an armed figure (puissance divine) 
and Charity (Charité) support the orb. 
In the left-hand subject, a venerable man 
(le pere de famille) takes by the hand a 
small nude man (l’homme) whois presented 
to him by le siécle. A correspondingly 
small female figure is introduced by la 
terre. The priestly figure (le pére de 
famille) points a warning finger at Temp- 
tation, a woman’s figure with claw feet, 
who is seen above a trellis of roses. Above 
this trellis is a landscape set with trees and 
peopled by a unicorn and mythical 
animals. The architectural detail is of 
Renaissance character. Along the lower 
edge of the panel are woven flowering 
plants relieved against a dark blue ground ; 
and the ground of the border, woven with 
flowers, vine trails and scrolls, is also blue. 
The two subjects appear on two separate 
panels illustrated in Thomson’s History of 
Tapestry. A long verdure panel, which 
belongs to a type of work which some- 
times bears the mark of Willem van Pan- 
nemaker, is woven with flowering plants on 
a dark blue ground. The shield of arms 
in the centre is that of John II, King of 
Portugal (1481-95). In each corner of the 
tapestry is an armillary sphere, a device 
used by John II and his_ successor, 
Manoel I (1495-1521). A small square 
panel, dated 1514, which depicts the Virgin 
kneeling before the Infant Saviour, is of 
North German workmanship. ‘There are 
two panels of needlework in this collec- 
tion, made for altar frontals. One, prob- 
ably from the Abbey of St. Clara in 
Bamberg, representing the death of St. 
Clara, dates from between 1470 and 
1480. A long panel is divided into three 
bays by a florid arcade, having in the 
middle a shield of arms. In the three 
bays are represented The Nativity, The 
Adoration of the Magi and The Presenta- 
tion in the Temple. The date 1592 is 
inscribed on the altar frontal in this last 
scene. ‘The frontal is worked mainly in 
coloured silks, on a blue ground, and 
some details are worked in_ gold 
thread.

WITH FLUID FLYWHEEL AND SELF-CHANGING GEAR. 


OR some years past the Daimler 
Company have included smaller 
cars of from 16 to 20 h.p. in their 
range so as to cater for the private 
owner-driver, giving him large 

car luxury and comfort combined with 
ease of maintenance and moderate price 
and running costs. 

As the makers of large luxurious cars 
Daimlers have become almost an institution, 
and an attractive feature of their policy 
is this move for passing on to the smaller 
models the special experience they have 
gained on the larger cars. 

The new 16-20 h.p. car is a moderate- 
sized vehicle which can be maintained by 
the ordinary owner at a very moderate 
cost, but at the same time it contains the 
most essential refinements found on the 
larger cars. The most important of these 
is, of course, the special transmission 
system, which has been developed by the 
firm on their larger cars and which is 
now incorporated in the smaller model. 
This consists of a four-speed pre-selective 
gear box combined with their fluid flywheel 
or hydrodynamic transmission device, which 
completely eliminates the ordinary clutch. 

This, of course, stands out as the 
most important feature of the car, and 
recently I had an opportunity of a prolonged 
test of one of these vehicles through the 
Midlands. 

Of course, this transmission completely 
alters the whole method of handling the 
car, rendering it childishly simple, while 
at the same time there is no doubt that 
the device gives one an entirely new 
sensation in driving and becomes increas- 
ingly pleasing as time goes on. 


THE GEAR IN ACTION. 


One of the chief virtues of this form 
of transmission is that it does not com- 
pletely eliminate the driver’s intelligence. 
He can still use his judgment as to which 
gear he will select, and intelligent use of the 
device will make enormously for efficiency, 
though at the same time it is possible for 
anyone to drive the car and get results.

is depressed. This clutch pedal is only 
used for engaging the gear, as the fluid 
flywheel fulfils the functions of the ordinary 
clutch and, indeed, a good deal more. 
The combination of the fluid flywheel 
and the pre-selective gear box is ideal, 
as it is impossible to get a serious snatch 
no matter at what speed the gears may 
be engaged. Of course, the car can be

left permanently in the top gear if required 
and driven entirely on the brakes and the 
accelerator pedal. When the engine is 
idling practically no torque will be trans- 
mitted and the car will stand still. Directly 
the accelerator pedal is depressed, however, 
and the engine speed increases, the torque 
will gradually increase and the car will 
glide away until, when the engine is turning 
over at its fastest, there is no slip at all 
on the level. 

If a hill which is too steep for top 
gear is encountered, the car will gradu- 
ally slow up and stand still with the 
engine running. All sorts of amusing 
tricks can be played with this type of 
transmission. It is possible, for instance, 
when proceeding along the road at from 
20 to 30 miles an hour to place the gear 
lever in reverse, engage that gear, and as 
the engine is accelerated the car will pull 
up smoothly and start going backwards. 
This, of course, is not to be recommended 
for general use, but it gives the driver 
an extra emergency brake in the case of 
necessity. The car can be held stationary 
on a steep hill in top gear, and on changing 
down it will glide away smoothly on the 
lower gear. Changes up or down can be 
made silently at any speed, and the driver 
can pre-select the desired gear long before 
he comes to a hill or corner. 

This type of transmission is also very 
attractive in traffic, as the car can be 
started and stopped on top, or if violent 
acceleration is required the change down 
to the desired gear can be made at once. 

In other respects the car is of genuine 
Daimler stock, and even with the new 
transmission it retains the characteristic 
Daimler feel. The engine is lively, and 
an honest 70 m.p.h. can be reached any- 
where, while the springing is very comfort- 
able and there is ample room for the 
mounting of good coachwork. 

THE PERFORMANCE. 

Combined with the special trans- 
mission the engine is very flexible, while 
it is absolutely silent and has!no noticeable 
vibration 
period at any 
speed.

The brakes are of the 
Dewandre Servo type, the pedal 
operating internal expanding shoes on all 
four wheels. ‘They are smooth and power- 
ful, while there is a very convenient single 
point adjustment placed accessibly under 
the bonnet. The hand brake adheres to 
Daimler tradition and is applied by pushing 
the lever forwards. It operates on shoes on 
the rear wheels and not on the transmission. 

Much improvement has been made 
during recent years in the lubrication of 
Daimler engines. Special constant clearance 
pistons are fitted to the 16-20 h.p. car, 
and there are also special oil control rings 
which greatly reduce oil consumption. At 
no time could I notice any smoke from 
the exhaust. In addition, there is a special 
starting lubrication system which eliminates 
excessive wear when starting from cold. 

The coil ignition has an automatic 
advance and retard control, while there is 
also a hand lever mounted on the steering 
column. With the transmission refinements, 
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is used, the sparking plug 
being, of course, situated right 
in the centre of the combustion

however, it is quite impossible to make the 
engine pink or labour. 

THE ROAD HOLDING. 

This was exceptionally good. The 
springs are long semi-elliptics, and the 
special Daimler axle and hub construction, 
in which the brakes are actually inside 
the wheels, enables the springs to be set 
very wide apart, while all four springs are 
fitted with hydraulic shock absorbers. 
The result is that there is no tendency 
for the car to roll on corners, while at the 
same time it is very comfortable at all 
speeds. 

The steering was light and firm, and 
is of the cam type, while the rake of the 
column can be adjusted to suit different 
types of coachwork. 

GENERAL POINTS OF DESIGN. 

The Daimler type of individual 
detachable cylinder head for each cylinder

All the essential parts of 
the coil ignition are _ easily 
reached, while the carburettor 


is now fitted centrally with a 
special type of induction mani- 
fold which is warmed from the 
exhaust. The oil filler is very 
accessible and incorporates an 
overflow cock so that the sump 
cannot be filled too full, while 
there is also an easily visible oil 
jevel indicator. 

The petrol supply is by a 
mechanical pump driven by the 
engine, which draws the fuel from 
an eighteen-gallon tank at the 
rear. There is a two-gallon reserve 
which is controlled by a tap 
reached from the driver’s seat. 

The wheelbase is roft. rin., 
giving 7ft. 2ins. as body space. 
The total length of the car is 
13ft. 8ins. and the track 4ft. gins. 
Wire wheels are fitted and the 
instrument board is attractively laid out 
with all the necessary instruments. 


COACHWORK, 


There are many different types ot 
coachwork to select from, one of the most 
attractive being a four-window saloon. 
This has wide doors, wide independent 
adjustable front seats and is comfortably 
upholstered. Though the whole car has 
been kept very low, there is plenty of head 
room. An attractive feature from the 
driver’s point of view is the provision of 
two horns, one for use in town and one 
for use on the open road, both with their 
controlling buttons mounted on a common 


arm. The fact that the side brake also 
pushes forward when the brake is on 
makes egress and ingress through the 


offside front door very easy. 
There is also a_ six-window saloon 
selling at £695 and coupé models. 


THE DOUBLE TWELVE-HOUR RACE 


OW that the first long-distance 
race of what we may call the 
British motor racing season is 


over, we may be permitted a few remarks 
on tendencies which are developing in 
the sport. 

For the initiated and for those with 
friends taking part the race may have been 
full of thrills, but it should be remembered 
that for an event of this type to survive it 
must be able to attract the general motoring 
public, and I can honestly say that having 
seen literally dozens of races during the 
past twenty years, I have never seen one 
so uninspiring to watch or so free from 
incident. 


I was not alone in this opinion, as 
I heard the same views expressed on 
every hand. The reasons for this state 
of affairs should not be difficult to find. 
A little less higher mathematics in the 
handicapping might render the event more 
akin to a sport than to an_ intellectual 
exercise, while even safety can be overdone 
when it reduces the drivers’ qualities to 
an infinite capacity for resisting boredom. 

The Earl of March and Mr. C. S. 
Staniland drove a magnificent race, and 
their littke unsupercharged M. G. Midget 
ran like a clock and never gave them a 
moment’s anxiety. Their team of three 


won the team prize, being first, fourth and 


fifth. The first car averaged 65.62 m.p.h. 
for the twenty-four hours, while the 
second car, another M.G. Midget, but 


not in the Earl of March’s team, averaged 
64.94 m.p.h. The third M.G. Midget, 
which was entered by University Motors, 
Limited, put up a particularly fine per- 
formance, as its driver, Mr. H. C. Hamilton, 
completed the twenty-four hours by himself. 

The three Aston Martins ran extremely 
well and consistently, only one of them 
falling out just before the end of the race, 
while one driven by Messrs. A. C. Bertelli 
and J. Bezzant secured sixth place in the 
whole race and was first in its class at an 
average speed of 74.65 m.p.h.

Round the Aerodromes. 


A visit to Heston or Hanworth or 
any of the London aerodromes shows 
that private owners of aeroplanes are not 
only increasing in numbers, but are using 
their aircraft with much more assurance. 
At Brooklands the other day I counted 
thirty-seven machines on the aerodrome, 
and others were arriving and leaving all 
the afternoon, although the weather was 
by no means good for flying. One pilot 
had come down from Norwich in his 
Gipsy Moth with his sister in the front 
seat. They had tea at Brooklands and 
went back to Norwich afterwards. 

That is typical of the kind of visits 
which private aeroplane owners are making 
almost every day. Sometimes they go 
quite far afield to the Continental aero- 
dromes; but always casually, without 
much more preparation than wheeling 
the machine out and stuffing a few maps 
in the map case. 

When the amount of civil flying 
going on is borne in mind, its safety 
becomes apparent. Moths, Bluebirds and 
Avians are dashing all over England and 
the Continent every week-end, making 
journeys which would have taken a fort- 
night before the coming of the aeroplane. 
Considering the number of hours flown, 
accidents in private flying are extra- 
ordinarily infrequent, and certainly the 
pilot never for one moment thinks that

he is doing anything risky when he 
travels by air. The idea that flying is 
dangerous is confined to those who fail 
to differentiate between Service and civil 
flying, and who impute the dangers of 
R.A.F. work to aviation at large.

itself every eighteen months, and he said 
that the rate of increase would be even 
faster if the cost of flying could be still 
further reduced. 

In considering the cost of flying, 
the question has to be answered first 
of all: Is it time or money that is to 
be saved? ‘There are many transport 
vehicles that are cheaper per mile than 
motor cars or trains or aircraft. But 
people hold in so high regard the value 
of time that they are ready to pay more 
per mile if by so doing they can save time ; 
they prefer to spend more money and save 
more time. 

For sixpence a mile the light aeroplane 
offers speed, not only in the form of miles 
an hour, but aiso in the form of direct 
travel from anywhere to everywhere. With 
great care the private aeroplane owner 
can keep the cost down below this figure, 
and it may be that in the future it will go 
still lower. But already, at sixpence a 
mile, the light aeroplane offers a substantial 
return for expenditure. 

For people who live in the country a 
light aeroplane is often much cheaper to 
run than for those who live in London or 
any other city. In the first place, the 
housing fees, which may amount to more 
than £50 a year at an established aerodrome, 
are reduced to nothing if a suitable private 
field is available. With a private field there 
are no landing fees, and friends may call 
without being held up to ransom by 
aerodrome officials.

Apart from its value as a pure 
transport vehicle, the light aero- 
plane also provides an ideal form 
of pleasure travel. At Hanworth 
Mr. Lessel Hutcheon and some of 
the other members have planned 
some air tours of Devon. Many 
Continental air tours are also being 
planned this year by parties of 
private owners. The parties are 
usually made up of about a dozen 
people with five or six two and 
three seater aircraft. The method 
affords an amusing way of spend- 
ing a short holiday.

Some of the English and French

tinental resorts which they may know 
personally or of which they have certainly 
heard, as, for example, Homburg, Wies- 
baden and Wildbad in the pleasant Rhine- 
land; Vichy and Clermont-Ferrand in 
the Auvergne ; Montecatini and Sermione 
in North Italy; or Carlsbad, Marienbad 
and Luhacovice, which were once in 
part of Austria, but are now the pride and 
glory of Czecho-Slovakia. These people 
may not realise, perhaps, that there are 
well over one hundred spas in the British 
Isles, the therapeutic value of whose waters 
is quite equal to that of the waters to be 
found in foreign watering places. Many 
of them have long enjoyed a health-giving 
reputation, and one, indeed—Bath—was 
flourishing in Roman days. Another great 
and deservedly popular spa, Harrogate, has 
everything to offer both the invalid and 
the holiday-maker, for, while it is an ideal 
centre for exploring the valley of the Nidd, 
one of the most picturesque of the Yorkshire 
dales, which combines scenic beauty with 
a health-giving climate, it is also actually 
in front of any foreign spa in the number 
and variety of its waters. It is no parvenu 
among spas, for the waters of the Tewin 
Well were known in 1571, and they and 
the sulphur waters were described in detail 
in 1626. Modern Harrogate dates from 
the mid-Victorian era, the baths to which 
the great Queen gave her name being erected 
in 1871. The Royal Baths were opened 
at the end of the century and provided on 
a generous scale for the methods of external 
treatment then in vogue, and many additions 
have been made in later years. 

Harrogate stands on a breezy upland— 
if the winds that sweep through the Pennine 
valleys can be called mere breezes. At 
any rate, they make High Harrogate as 
bracing as possible, and for those who 
prefer a slightly less exhilarating climate 
there is always Low Harrogate, with its 
more genial shelter. Here are many fine 
houses, for the town owes much of her 
comfort and splendour to the permanent 
population of wealthy Yorkshiremen who 
appreciate the health and luxury it has 
to offer them. The town abounds in open 
spaces, the chief of which is The Stray, 
a fine common of 200 acres which once 
formed part of the old forest of Knares- 
borough, and which was set apart by Act 
of Parliament so that it could never be 
built upon. Other fine open spaces are 
Harlow Moor, which was purchased from 
the Earl of Harewood, and is almost a 
miniature fairy glen, with the scent of the 
pine and the glory of the heather and gorse 
when in bloom; the Valley, Crescent and 
Royal Hall gardens. Tennis, golf and 
dancing, outdoor concerts in the Valley 
Gardens, orchestral and other entertain- 
ments in the Royal Hall picture houses, 
cafés and many wide, inviting promenades 
all add to the lure of modernity in this 
half-old, half-new health resort. 

The great attraction of Harrogate is 
the varied nature of its surroundings. 
The town stands on an eastern-fronting 
spur of the high moors which separates 
the river Wharfe from her sister Nidd,

TRAVEL NOTES 


HARROGATE is 203 miles from 

London and is three and 
three-quarter hours’ journey by 
non-stop Pullman train. It is 
twenty-one miles from York and 
sixteen miles from Leeds. 

Tennis courts are to be found 
in the Valley and Royal Hall Gar- 
dens, as well as at the Sports Club 
and in the grounds of various hotels 
and hydros. 

Ample facilities for golfers are 
afforded at Harrogate and neigh- 
bouring towns. There are three 
eighteen-hole links at Harrogate, 
viz., the Pannal, Oakdale and Har- 
rogate links. There are also two 
eighteen-hole courses at Ilkley, two 
nine-hole courses at Ripon, an 
eighteen-hole course at Otley and 
nine-hole courses at Richmond and 
Knaresborough. 

The Upper Ure is a fine trout 
and grayling stream, while below 
Ripon the river gives some of the 
best fishing in England. The 
Swale, Wharfe and Nidd can be 
fished for trout in the upper reaches, 
and for coarse fish lower down. 

Local companies run motor 
coaches to places of beauty and 
interest in the neighbourhood, and 
even farther afield to York, Scar- 
borough, Filey, Whitby, Bridling- 
ton, etc.

THE 


HE ordinary estate pen, with 

its obliging occupants producing 

pheasant eggs to demand, is a 

very simple affair; but just as 

anyone can keep a handful of 
poultry and achieve miracles, once the 
same thing is tried on a really big plan 
it becomes ten times more difficult. Poultry 
farms are notoriously speculative enter- 
prises, and as the pheasant is admittedly 
a more difficult bird than the domestic 
hen, running a game farm is a far more 
complicated affair than many people 
imagine. 

A visit to a game farm in full flow of 
production is extraordinarily interesting. 
Generally speaking, there are three distinct 
systems. The large pen system, the small 
pen system and the small movable pen 
system. All have their advocates and their 
followers. At one establishment you will 
see a vast wire enclosure holding several 
hundred birds. At the next you will find 
an equivalent enclosure broken up into 
cubicles holding smaller units; while at 
a third you will find small flat runs, rather 
like exaggerated versions of the familiar 
chicken run, which house a cock and 
half a dozen hens apiece. 

The big pens and the small cubicle 
pens are fixed affairs, while the small flat 
ones are moved weekly on a fixed rotation 
on to new grass. The big pens achieve 
mass production and reduce labour costs, 
but they are not so selective as the smaller 
units and the cause of any trouble is less 
easily segregated and subdued. Little 
difference seems to be noticeable in the 
average egg yield, though the smaller unit 
system prevents a certain amount of waste 
of time, for when there are many cocks 
in a pen there is a good deal of fighting. 

Whatever system is employed for 
the bulk, special crosses or varieties are 
true bred in smaller groups, and it is rather 
wonderful to walk down long lines of 
selected birds and see the cocks—Mongo- 
lian, Black-neck, Chinese and Mutant, all in 
the glowing finery of their spring plumage.

Feeding in quantities for many thou- 
sands of birds is no light affair, and the 
hut kitchens are surrounded with batteries 
of cookers which would meet the needs of 
a battalion. Watering is no less important, 
and all these needs have to be met with 
adequate arrangements. Matters of grit 
or shell, for both sound digestion and 
strong shells to the eggs, have also to be 
taken into account; but, given the right 
raw materials, the pheasant hen converts 
them speedily. 

The collection of eggs is a skilled affair, 
but the men are so used to it that wastage 
from breakage is a very small factor. The 
harvest of eggs is hurried to the store 
and ranged in its appropriate section, 
for the firm has to meet demands for its 
different varieties. Sometimes egg pro- 
duction lags behind orders, particularly 
when the season is cold and late. At other 
times production may temporarily exceed 
demand. But however quickly the storage 
is filled, the steady outflow of crates or 
hampers very soon empties it. 

Among the harvest are always a certain 
number of small eggs which do not quite 
reach the best standard. On the more 
critical farms these are most carefully 
eliminated (though I once made up a few 
settings of despised and rejected eggs and 
found them hatch perfectly sound birds 
which grew as large as their better-class 
brothers). Eggs having passed examination 
go to the packers, usually girls, who work 
with miraculous swiftness, numbering off 
the produce and packing it into containers 
or hampers. Lastly, a despatch clerk 
learned in the ways of railroads and road 
transport arranges for the journey of 
each individual consignment. 

If eggs alone were the produce of a 
game farm, the bulk of the work would 
be over by mid-May, but there are other 
matters. Next year’s stock has to be 
raised, and long before the last egg orders 
are filled the earliest of the farms’ own- 
reared chicks will be hatched, or, rather, 
brought to the last stages under hens and

The 
book is mainly concerned with 
pearling and pearl poaching off the 
western coast of Australia and round 
about Sula Island in the Dutch East 
Indies. The ups and downs of a 
pearler’s life are strikingly des- 
cribed, as is the typhoon which 
wrecked the author’s lugger with a 
good haul of pearls and shell on 
board and left him to spend forty 
hours hanging on to an upturned 
boat before he was washed ashore 
more dead thanalive. The author’s 
chief friend, “‘ Viking,” is a very 
engaging person, and if some of the descrip- 
tions of certain native customs are rather 
strong meat, the book will be devoured by 
all who have the spirit of manly adventure. 


ON THE GAME FARMS 


finished off in the incubator drawers. In 
some field beyond the pens battalions of 
coops are spaced in open order waiting 
for the rearing season to begin in earnest. 
Some of these will provide next year’s 
stock birds, others will yield poults for 
sale to those who stock their coverts with 
well grown birds and eliminate the trouble 
and expense of rearing. 

Game farm rearing fields are subject 
to the same plagues and disasters as those 
which afflict private estates. Coccidiosis, 
gapes and all our usual troubles are just 
as liable to afflict them, and a bad outbreak 
on a big field with several thousand birds 
on it is likely to cause a serious financial 
loss. They are, therefore, about twice 
as careful as the ordinary keeper, and if 
you visit one of these farms—that is to say 
a good one—later on in the rearing season, 
you will be struck with the regularity 
with which coops are moved, soiled ground 
heavily limed and drinking water chlori- 
nated. ‘Their practice is cleanliness, and 
if there is an outbreak of disease, they control 
it as well as they can by a slaughter of the 
afflicted and an immediate change of 
ground. Changing ground with a few 
thousand birds is not an experience anyone 
wishes to repeat, and the epidemic—or, 
rather, epizootic—is an adventure they wish 
to avoid. 

Taking it all round, game-farm eggs 
or birds are not unduly high priced when 
we consider them in terms of labour and 
risk involved. This year’s early settings 
from estate pens have not been too good. 
Frost has touched a lot, and there has 
been waste of time and labour over eggs 
which have yielded chicks dead in shell. 
Here the game farm can help with its 
abundance to replace the loss, and with 
a fertility guarantee of 90 per cent. and 
the probability of a higher average one has 
a very reasonable security of prospect. 
It is a difficult and a hazardous trade, but 
it is difficult in these days of twentieth 
century shoots to imagine what we should 
do without them.

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The BEAUTY of WROUGHT IRONWORK 


HE emergence of wrought ironwork from the eclipse 

which it, along with many other crafts, was allowed to 

suffer during the nineteenth century is a comparatively 

recent affair. It may be said to date from about thirty 

years ago, when architectural fashion took one more 

turn and the buildings of the eighteenth century came to be 
valued once again at their true worth. Starting with William III’s 
Accession and continuing for a period of a hundred years, the 
ironsmith’s craft enjoyed a remarkably prolonged popularity. 
It began with the introduction of Tijou to design the ironwork 
grilles and gates for Hampton Court, but what was at first only 
a foreign importation, in a few years became one of the most 
English of the arts. Tijou has been called ‘‘ the father of the 
great English ironsmiths.”” The work of his successors is to 
be seen up and down the countryside, in distinguished park gates, 
screens, grilles and clairvoyées, as well as in the humbler gates 
to walled gardens or the supports of lamps or country inn signs. 
In distinction from foreign work English wrought iron design 

has a character which is markedly its own. Abandoning Tijou’s 
florid and sometimes laboured forms, our artificers favoured a

simplicity of treatment which better expressed the national tem- 
perament. The work of Robert Bakewell, Thomas Robinson and 
their fellows all has a quality of reticence about it which makes 
for a discreet elegance and charm. Built up chiefly on scrollwork 
motifs which admit of endless variations, it found equally fine 
expression in stately entrance gates with elaborately wrought 
overthrows and scutcheons, or in the simplest of garden grilles. 
The beautiful gate and palisade at Belton, illustrated on this 
page, is representative of the best ironwork of the time, as, too, 
in its more unassuming way, is the little garden gate at Wotton 
House. 

In spite of attempts to strike out new paths in ironwork 
design, most contemporary work is still based on eighteenth 
century practice. While mere imitation is to be deprecated, there 
can be no harm in going back for inspiration to the finest period in 
the history of the craft. Mr. Thomas Haddon’s garden gates at 
Hill of Tarvit, one of Sir Robert Lorimer’s most successful country 
houses, are an admirable example of a modern adaptation of 
traditional patterns. Recently Edgar Brandt and other French 
metalworkers have been responsible for some designs of great 
daring and highly technical dexterity ; but, with the few exceptions 
of work executed for modern interiors, English smiths have been 
slow to follow in their footsteps. For the garden or park of the 
English country house the graceful designs of the eighteenth 
century artificers have yet to be rivalled. ALS. 0.

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DAHLIAS FOR GARDEN DECORATION

S a flower—indeed, as a plant— 
the dahlia has been completely 
transformed. No longer can 
one complain of formality of 
shape, weakness of stem or lack 

of freedom of flower, for all these are 
now strong points in its favour and have 
brought it into the very front rank of 
decorative plants. 

There are many totally distinct 
types, varying in size of bloom from that 
of a half-crown to a large dinner plate, 
and correspondingly distinct forms and 
heights, varying from a foot to six or 
even seven feet, and most of these are 
now quite well known owing to the 
magnificent displays of dahlias which 
nowadays grace most of the large public 
parks and gardens in the late summer 
and autumn. There are others, however, 
of undoubted value which, one feels 
quite confident, are deserving of far 
greater popularity. In all types the 
modern varieties are very free-flowering, 
carry their blossoms well above the 
foliage on long, rigid stems, and possess 
a wide range of the richest and most bril- 
liant gene of the diversity of the SMALL-FLOWERED DECORATIVE VARIETIES PROVIDE A FINE SPLASH OF COLOUR IN THE 
dahlia, so far as its actual habit and FRONT LINE OF THE BORDER 
appearance are concerned, one must not 
overlook its adaptability in another 
direction. It is exceedingly easy to grow, 
and is not particular regarding soil and 
position. Whether situated in the centre 
of a large city, in the town or the country, 
it always grows with vigour, and flowers 
with remarkable freedom. 

Now a word or two about its various 
forms. We will commence with the 
“babies,” those little dwarf-growing 
dahlias of which Coltness Gem is probably 
the most familiar variety. These dwarfs 
are exceedingly valuable for bedding 
purposes, whether massed in one particu- 
lar colour or used in a mixture of shades. 
They are sometimes known as ‘‘ mignon ”’ 
dahlias, but there is a growing tendency 
to classify all dwarfs under the title 
““ dwarf bedders.’”? Most of the better- 
known dwarfs are singles, but there is a 
race of semi-doubles rapidly gaining in 
favour that have been obtained by 
crossing the single Coltness Gem with 
the semi-double charm or miniature 
peony-flowered type. ‘Those who wish 
to try them should make a point of 
growing Little Charm, Golden Gleam 
and Crimson Emblem, all exceptionally 
fine varieties. Further development is

certain to take place, and already there are 
in existence dwarfs of cactus and collarette 
form. Though some 
of the dwarf bedders 
have stems long 
enough to fit them 
for cut flower pur- 
poses, their primary 
purpose will always 
be for garden decora- 
tion, and there are 
few flowers better 
for a late summer 
and autumn show. = 

Next, in my 
opinion, for garden 
planting, come the 
charms or, as they 
were originally 
known, miniature 
peony-flowered. 
For general utility 
they are unsurpassed, 
producing bushy 
plants about 3ft. in 
height. They are 
exceedingly free 
flowering, with long, 
strong stems, and 
possess probably the 
widest colour range of any dahlia class. 
A plant in full flower of such varieties as 
Our Annie, Clara Hart or Rose Crest is a

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real beauty spot in the garden for many 
weeks. ‘The small-flowered double decora- 
tives are also excellent for garden purposes 
and can be best described as double charms ; 
they are an ideal race for those who have 
a preference for fully double flowers. 

Still keeping to the charms as an 
illustration, one would describe the peony- 
flowered type as simply large charms, both 
with regard to size of bloom and height of 
plant. Here we find great freedom of 
flower, stoutness of stem and a light, 
artistic appearance ; by no means a flower 
which would appeal to exhibitors, but of 
great value both in the garden and when 
cut. 

A type which is very popular on the 
Continent and in the United States, but 
which is only just coming into its own here, 
is the giant double decorative. Some of 
the varieties of these produce enormous 
blooms and provide a magnificent display 
in large beds or in the background of the 
border. The flowers are double with 
rather a flat shape, the arrangement of 
the petals being more or less regular, and 
they are carried on tall and rigid stems 
well above the luxuriant foliage. 

Collarette dahlias are not of very 
recent introduction, and most readers are 
doubtless familiar with their rather distinct 
and striking appearance. The flowers

have a single row of broad outer petals 
and, just inside, a collar of narrow, much 
shorter petals, usually of a contrasting 
colour. One would not advise their use 
separately for bedding purposes, but they 
are effective dotted here and there in a 
border or bed of varied types, for most of 
them are very free-flowering and of good 
habit. 

Star dahlias, on the other hand, are 
comparatively recent newcomers and re- 
semble the charms as far as freedom, size 
and habit are concerned, but in appearance 
they are something like smaller, semi- 
double cactus dahlias with pointed and 
slightly incurving petals. They are a 
valuable race and deserve to be planted 
generously. 

Although only a few years old, the 
orchid-flowered dahlias have already estab- 
lished themselves in popular favour, not 
only for the garden, but also for interior 
decoration. They are a most charming 
race, light and graceful in appearance, with 
the petals fluted, twisted and pointed, and 
the front of the petal usually of quite a 
different colour from the reverse. They 
possess a wide range of attractive and 
refined shades, and there are few flowers 
more dainty for table decoration. 

The little pompons have always been 
held in esteem, and everyone will be familiar 
with their rounded, fully double blooms. 
The flowers are freely produced, and the 
plants when in flower have every appearance 
of being covered with little coloured balls.

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There are other types not so well known, such as the anemone- 
flowered and camellia-flowered. Both these are useful, as are 
the single dahlias ; and still another class, of which Apoldro is 
an example, is likely to become popular. Apoldro is a first-rate 
garden variety with semi-double blooms, scarlet-crimson with 
a golden centre, and only grows about 2ft. high. 

Dahlias will succeed almost anywhere in the garden, but 
for choice they prefer open, sunny situations and a fairly deep 
rooting medium. Where they are planted in beds or borders by 
themselves, it is wise to fix the position of each variety with due 
regard to its colour, height and habit. A gorgeous bank of colour- 
ing is presented by a dahlia border in which the varieties are 
judiciously chosen and in which all the various types are employed, 
from the dwarf bedders at the front to the tall double decoratives 
and peony-flowered at the back. Dahlias are not nearly such 
gross feeders as many suppose. A richly manured soil is by 
no means essential, though growth can be helped during the 
late summer and early autumn 
by periodical feeding with liquid 
manure alternated by a good water- 
ing during hot, dry weather. There 
are varieties in plenty to choose 
from among all types, and the 
lists of specialist growers should 
be consulted before rie a 
choice. Cc. A.

Messrs. Gomer Waterer’s 
list is arranged alphabetically, which will be found of more convenience 
to the beginner in rhododendron cultivation, and contains the names 
of a hundred species, the majority of which have already proved them- 
selves to be of first-rate garden value. The descriptions follow those 
given in the recently published Year Book of the Rhododendron Associa- 
tion, with additional notes furnished by the growers on the purposes 
for which the species is best adapted and how it should be placed in a 
planting scheme. The relative hardiness of the different species is 
indicated, as in the Year Book, by a 
series of letters, and the determination 
can be accepted as a safe guide to 
follow. The most outstanding species 
are also marked, and this is a valuable 
signpost to growers who have only 
limited space and who desire some of 
the best species for garden decoration. 
Many of the most choice species are 
offered, including the rare Rh. Taggi- 
anum with fragrant white flowers, which 
the firm showed a few weeks ago at the 
ordinary fortnightly R.H.S. Show ; and 
the handsome dwarf Rh. aperantum. 

The catalogue published by Messrs. 
Wallace is also confined to species, but 
here the species are grouped in their 
series, and an index is given at the end 
for the convenience of beginners. The 
list is a model of accuracy, and full and 
detailed descriptions of the plants are 
furnished, together with suggestions as 
to their placing in the garden. Close 
upon two hundred and fifty species and 
varieties are offered, many of which 
are extremely rare and new to cultiva- 
tion. Both these catalogues merit 
the close attention of all who grow 
rhododendrons and should be in the 
hands of those who are contemplating 
making a beginning with the cultiva- 
tion of the many fine species, all 
ornamental flowering shrubs of the 
highest merit, belonging to this dis-

From the Editor’s Bookshelf 


Portraits in Miniature, by Lytton Strachey. 
(Chatto and Windus, 6s.) 

THIS volume consists of reprints from the 
New Statesman, the Nation and Life and 
Letters—in a few cases obviously reviews of 
books that have appeared during the last few 
vears, but, needless to say, well worth preserving, 
ind written with that absence of peculiarities of 
style perhaps the hall-mark of the best style 
tself. Portraits in Miniature is a_ slightly 
nisleading title: it leads one to expect a 
complete portrait in a few words, and this 
Mr. Strachey has not attempted in most cases 
o much as an impression of some phase or 
yeriod in his sitter’s life or some appraisement of 
vis work. Perhaps Sir John Harington, that 
urious Elizabethan inventor, whose portrait 
5 the first in the show-case, is the most 
verfect miniature ; the least perfect is ‘* Car- 
yle,’ which deals chiefly with the man’s 
ypinions and writings—hardly at all with his 
personal life apart from his work. ‘* Bishop 
‘reighton ’”’ conveys a clear, slightly satirical 
portrait of a tall figure, ‘‘ spectacled and 
»earded, with swift clerical legs and a voice 
—a competent, commanding yet slightly 
igitated voice,”’ and could more fairly be called 
« cartoon. But in every case the reader feels 
‘hat he has been brought closely into contact 
with the personalities under discussion, and 
a consciousness that Mr. Strachey from among 
his vast knowledge has selected a few salient 
details and has much more to say of his subject 
if he would. There is only one portrait in 
which he could be accused of a blur. There 
is surely something inconsistent in describing 
Mary Berry as “ gentle, intelligent and apprecia- 
tive,” in view of her own words, which he 
quotes, “‘ Nobody ever suffered insignificance 
more unwillingly than myself,’ and his descrip- 
tion of her as ‘‘ pre-potent, scolding, loud 
voiced ”’ and the possessor of a masculine mind. 
The change may be accounted for by the dis- 
appointment of her passion for General O'Hara, 
but, if so, the reader’s attention should be called 
to the development in progress. 


Blithe Waters, by B. Granville Baker. (Heath 
Cranton, 7s. 6d.). 

Highlands, Highways and _ Heroes, or 
Wanderings in the Westlands, by D. C. 
Cuthbertson. (Grant, 7s. 6d.) 

THESE are two of those books, informed with 

the appreciation of nature, the memories ot 

old days, the beauties of lake, mountain, moor 
and skies, of which the English—or it would 
be truer to say British—genius has produced 
so many. Mr. Granville Baker’s is one of 
the most attractive books of the type that 
we have met—full of appreciation of the 
beauties of East Anglia, but informed apprecia- 
tion strengthened by an intimate knowledge 
of other lands and other peoples. ‘‘ Blithe 
Waters ’’ are the many rivers of that favoured 
part of England and, as Mr. Granville Baker 
conducts his readers through his chosen 
territory, he is continually pointing out some 
one or the other of them: calling attention 
to a manor house, church or village, or a town 
on its banks, and diving into the histories of 
local families, local heroes, local architecture, 
and occasionally, but we somehow feel with 
his tongue in his cheek, into the derivation of 
local names. There are so many _ beloved 
to places and scenes described that it is difficult 
make any selection. The charming appreciation 


of Dame Susan Betts and her garden and her 
recipe for the growing of a ‘‘ cinnamon rose ”’ 
might attract one reader where that comic, 
if macabre, story of Long Sam’s night at 
‘“Woodton Tumble Down Dick’ would 
delight another. The account of the historical 
football or ‘‘ camping’’ match played on 
Diss Common, which lasted fourteen hours 
and had 300 players a side, will enchant one 
reader ; another will turn to the account of 
the Sucklings, whose descendant, Catherine, 
was the mother of Lord Nelson and born at 
Barsham Rectory. It is a book to read through 
once and frequently re-read, so gay, so charm- 
ing, so loving is its attitude to the people 
and places which it describes. The effect on 
every reader will be to make him wish to 
follow the author’s footsteps by those ‘‘ Blithe 
Waters ”’ of which he writes so well. 

In Highlands, Highways and Heroes, Mr. 
Cuthbertson’s way takes him to Loch 
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From ** Blithe Waters.” 


Sloy, Stirling, Inverary, Loch Fyne, the 
Campbell country, Loch Awe and many other 
places less well known, and, as he travels, 
taking us with him, he re-creates for us beauties 
that he has seen, and whispers in our ears the 
legends of the countryside, old stories of its 
history, as we pass. Many of them are dark 
stories of the old days of fighting between 
clans, none, perhaps, more tragic than that 
of James III, fleeing after Sauchieburn, thrown 
from his horse and carried indoors by a miller 
and his wife. ‘‘ Who are you?” questioned 
the miller. ‘‘ This morning I was your king,” 
replied the monarch. The miller’s wife goes 
out to find aid for him, for he wishes to see 
a priest, and Fate leads her to ‘some of the 
other side. ‘‘ I will confess him,” said one 
of the warriors; ‘‘ lead me to his bedside.” 
““When taken to the spot where James was 
lying, he approached with reverent air and 
questioned His Majesty if he could recover 
if immediate aid was forthcoming. The King 
expressed the thought 
that he would, and the 











stranger, drawing his 
poniard, stabbed him 
to the heart. The name 
or title of the regicide 
has never been revealed, 
and so this old-time 


staged more than four 
hundred years ago, 
still cloaks its baffling 
historical mystery, 
now never likely to 
be solved.”
